Josh Puckett 
takes deal in 
prison case

J osh Puckett cut a deal with prose¬ 
cutors that will enable the former 
XY magazine coverboy to avoid a 
life sentence for allegedly assaulting a 
fellow state prison inmate. Puckett 
agreed to a plea bargain on December 
17 that resulted in an additional year 
in county jail being tacked onto the 
remainder of his 13-year, eight- 
month prison term. 

Puckett, who turned 22 last week, 
was convicted in 1998 of involuntary 
manslaughter for beating a gay man 
to death in a house in the upscale East 
Bay city of Orinda. 

Last June, Puckett punched anoth¬ 
er prisoner at the Pleasant Valley State 
Prison in Coalinga, in Fresno Coun¬ 
ty, knocking the prisoner uncon¬ 
scious. The man was taken away in a 
stretcher and treated in the prison’s 
hospital. 

In a December 8 interview, Puckett 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
other inmate signed a statement ad¬ 
mitting to being drunk and “acciden¬ 
tally” kicking Puckett before he 
punched him. Puckett said he 
planned to fight the charge but he 
later decided to take the deal because

California legislative preview 

Bills benefiting gays 
not likely this year

W hile 2001 saw landmark legislation 
on gay rights passed in California, 
2002 is more likely to see another gay 
political ceiling broken than any 
major new laws passed. Several gay rights bills 
will be introduced this year, but the main issue 
will be if voters send the first openly gay man 
to serve in Sacramento. 

So far, four openly lesbian women have 
served in the state Legislature. This year, four 
openly gay male candidates are hoping to join 
them. 

In the March primary, San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno and former Supervisor 
Harry Britt are vying for the Democratic 
nomination for the 13th Assembly District in 
San Francisco. In the 27th Assembly District 
in Santa Cruz, openly gay John Laird, the for¬ 
mer mayor of Santa Cruz, is in the running. 
And in the 80th Assembly District in Palm 
Springs, openly gay Greg Pettis, a Cathedral 
City councilman, has declared his candidacy. 

“It is much more difficult for gay men. It 
is all the evils of sexism I guess,” said Eric As- 
tacaan, a legislative advocate with CAPE - the 
California Alliance for Pride and Equality. “A 
lot of people are more comfortable with les¬ 
bians than gay men.” 

Three lesbian legislators: state Senator 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), Assembly¬ 
woman Jackie Goldberg (D-Los Angeles), and 
Assemblywoman Christine Kehoe (D-San 
Diego) are up for re-election this year (as are 
all Assembly members). Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden will be termed out of office in 
2002 and is running for a seat on the state 


Board of Equalization. 

Due to this being an election year, and 
Governor Gray Davis facing a tough re-elec¬ 
tion battle against the winner of the March 
Republican primary, few major gay rights bills 
are likely to survive passage. It is unlikely 
many lawmakers will embrace a civil union 
bill introduced last year while they are on the 
campaign trail. And legislators with a plural¬ 
ity of gay voters in their districts can tout their 
support of AB25, the domestic partners bill 
passed in 2001, during their campaigns. 

“It always is a factor in the equation when 
it is an election year. It certainly does affect the 
voting pattern of some of the members in a 
somewhat negative way,” Astacaan told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “But that is our job: to persuade 
the members and back them up when they 
make these tough votes; to convince members 
the right thing to do is vote for these issues.” 

CAPE will have a hard time finding a re¬ 
ceptive audience for AB1338, the state’s first 
civil union bill. Assemblyman Paul Koretz (D- 
West Hollywood) introduced it as a two-year 
bill in 2001. If adopted, AB1338 would estab¬ 
lish civil unions for same-sex couples that 
would provide comparable rights, protec¬ 
tions, benefits, and responsibilities currently 
afforded to opposite-sex couples under Cali¬ 
fornia’s marriage laws. 

Political insiders don’t give the bill much 
chance of passage during an election year. And 
conservative groups have already railed 
against the law as an end-run around the 
state’s Proposition 22 that voters passed in 
2000. That law defines marriage solely as a 
union between a man and a woman.

Gay center gets its 
operating certificate

T he “Queerest Place on 
Earth” is finally set to open 
its doors to the city’s lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community later this month, fol¬ 
lowing the issuance of a tempo¬ 
rary certificate of occupancy by 
the San Francisco Department of 
Building Inspection in December. 

The center’s 40,000 square foot 
building is one of the largest in the 
country and the only one built 
from the ground up. It is located 
at the intersection of Market and 
Octavia streets. 

City and state inspectors issued 
the temporary occupancy permit 
on December 21 after testing elec¬ 
trical and mechanical systems, fire 
alarms, and elevators in the build¬ 
ing for safety and code compliance. 

“The city certificate issued is a 
major milestone that brings us an¬ 
other step closer to having a per¬ 
manent physical location to show¬ 
case our history and build our fu¬ 
ture together,” said Oren Slozberg, 
interim executive director of the 
San Francisco LGBT Community 
Center. 

The center project has faced 
various delays over the years, from 
fighting over the fate of the Fallon 
Building, to its contractor, joint- 
venture Nibbi-Fineline, failing to 


complete the building in August of 
this year. The project’s boosters 
had hoped to hold grand opening 
ceremonies last month. They now 
have scheduled those events dur¬ 
ing the week of March 2-10. 

Later this month, center staff 
and 23 nonprofit tenants will 
move into the building. Program¬ 
ming at the center will be phased 
in throughout January and Febru¬ 
ary. The center will offer 17 pro¬ 
grams with 40 collaborating orga¬ 
nizations and will serve an esti¬ 
mated 48,000 people in its first 
year of operations, officials said. 

The center is currently sched¬ 
uling reservations for the build¬ 


ing’s two large assembly spaces 
and 14 meeting rooms with Inter¬ 
net hookups and access to audio 
and visual equipment. The meet¬ 
ing rooms accommodate from 10 
to 41 people and can be used for 
social groups, weekly meetings, 
classes, and other events. 

As the staff prepares to move, 
the center’s board of directors is 
still searching for an executive di¬ 
rector and nearing its fundraising 
goals. The board still must raise 
more than $1.5 million to cover the 
costs of the $15.3 million project.

Local court system topic at Castro meeting

C astro area and other resi¬ 
dents in District 8 will have 
a rare chance to give their 
input about the local Superior 
Court system - and community 
needs and trends that impact the 
courts - to a panel at a January 15 
strategic planning meeting at 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco, 150 Eure¬ 
ka Street, from 6:30-8 p.m. 

The panel is holding the meet¬ 
ing as part of a five-year long- 
range comprehensive planning 
process that has been undertaken 
by all county Superior Courts 
throughout the state under the di¬ 
rection of the California State Ju¬ 
dicial Council. 

Members of the panel will in¬ 
clude representatives of a 30-per- 
son planning committee that in¬ 
cludes a diverse cross section of 
judges, city officials, and commu¬ 
nity members. Those expected to 
attend include Superior Court 
Judges Anne Bouliane and 
Kathryn Feinstein; attorney Angela 
Padilla of Morrison and Foerster, 
a local law firm; Bevan Dufty of 
the Robert Group; and Assistant 
District Attorney Paul Cummins. 

According to Bouliane, the 
meeting at MCC-SF will be an op¬ 
portunity for area residents to 
share their experiences and con¬ 
cerns about the courts, and ideas 
about directions the courts should 
be taking. 

“The emphasis is on listening. 
We really want to hear what the 
community has to say,” Bouliane 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The meeting is an opportunity 
to talk about what residents would 
like to see more or less of from the 
courts, or identify issues that may 
be seem to get short shrift or less 
attention such as elder abuse or 
other problems such as an increas¬ 


ingly aging population needing 
probate court services, she said. 

The panel is open to ideas and 
suggestion on topics such as restora¬ 
tive justice, court supervised treat¬ 
ment and social services linkages for 
defendants, according to Dufty. 

But, Bouliane emphasized, 
even though Superior Court 
judges will be among the pan¬ 
elists, it’s not a forum to discuss 
current or pending cases or trials, 
as judges are legally prohibited

T he international humanitari¬ 
an aid organization Doctors 
Without Borders (also 
known by its French name 
Medecins Sans Frontieres) was 
named one of “America’s 100 Best 
Charities” in the December issue 
of Worth magazine, a publication 
for investors. 

Doctors Without Borders is 
best known for providing medical 
aid to refugees and people in war 
zones and disaster areas. In 2001, 
nearly 3,000 Doctors Without Bor¬ 
ders volunteers took part in pro¬ 
jects in over 80 countries, includ¬ 
ing the establishment of a massive 
relief effort in Afghanistan. 

Doctors Without Borders was 
founded in 1971 by Red Cross 
volunteers who were frustrated by 
the organization’s policy against 
speaking out about atrocities and 
other political issues; the group 
was awarded a Nobel Peace Prize 
in 1999. 

Doctors Without Borders has 
also taken an active role in work¬ 
ing with the Health Global Access 
Project (HealthGAP) Coalition 


from talking about such matters. 

And while criticism is some¬ 
times hard to hear, if there are 
such issues or critical comments 
about the local court system, the 
panelists will be all ears, she said. 

The input will be used to help 
the Superior Court identity 
strengths and weaknesses, and de¬ 
velop a plan to implement im¬ 
provements in order to make the 
court more responsive to the local 
community, Bouliane said. ▼ 


and other treatment advocates to 
reduce the prices of AIDS drugs 
and make cheap generic drugs 
available in poor countries. 

Oxfam, another group that has 
taken the lead in advocating for 
affordable medications for devel¬ 
oping countries, was also included 
on the “100 Best” list. 

No LGBT-specific charities 
made the list, but two AIDS non¬ 
profits were included. The Amer¬ 
ican Foundation for AIDS Re¬ 
search is the largest and best- 
known AIDS nonprofit, with a fo¬ 
cuses on funding medical re¬ 
search. The Elizabeth Glaser Pedi¬ 
atric AIDS Foundation funds re¬ 
search related to HIV/AIDS in 
children. The Susan G. Komen 
Breast Cancer Foundation, which 
created the “Race for the Cure,” 
was also cited. 

For those wishing to support 
non-homophobic youth pro¬ 
grams, the Boys and Girls Clubs of 
America, Camp Fire USA, and the 
Girl Scouts of America all made 
the “100 Best” list. The Boy Scouts 
of America, an organization that 
has anti-gay policies, including 
the prohibition of gay troop lead¬ 
ers, was notably absent. T 


Doctors Without Borders, 
others named best charities 
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Larry Kramer doing 
well after transplant 


Activist humored by Associated Press's 
false headline of his demise

T he headline on an Associat¬ 
ed Press news bulletin last 
week sent shock waves 
among those living with AIDS - 
gay activist and playwright Larry 
Kramer had died following his 
liver transplant. The headline 
turned out to be erroneous and 
was quickly corrected, but not be¬ 
fore Kramer had a good laugh, his 
longtime caregiver and friend told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“He’s doing great,” caregiver 
Rodger McFarlane said in a phone 
interview December 27 from the 
University of Pittsburgh Medical 
Center in Pennsylvania where 
Kramer underwent the transplant 
surgery on December 21. Kramer 
was discharged from the intensive 
care unit on December 26, and 
that news apparently prompted 
the AP update that carried the in¬ 
correct headline. While the text of 
the story mentioned nothing 
about Kramer dying, the headline 
was enough to send some in the 
community scrambling for infor¬ 
mation. The story with the wrong 
headline was posted briefly on 
Yahoo’s news site before it was 
corrected within minutes by AP. 

Kramer managed to see some 
humor in the mistake, “as in ru¬ 
mors of my death are greatly ex¬ 
aggerated,” McFarlane said. 

Local AIDS activist Jeff Getty 
was alarmed, he said, when he saw 
the headline. Getty has been an 
outspoken advocate for liver 
transplants for people with AIDS 
and has worked with the organi¬ 
zation Survive AIDS for the last 
four years fighting for transplants 
for those with HIV/AIDS who 
need new organs. Kramer, who 
has AIDS, waited seven months to 
receive his liver. He needed the 
transplant because of end-stage 
liver failure caused by hepatitis B. 

There are many more patients 
like Kramer, Getty told the B.A.R. 

“It’s been a very interesting 
process watching Larry get the 
transplant. Let’s hope it goes well 
because there are a lot of people 
who need livers and kidneys. If it 
doesn’t go well, there’s going to be 


a backlash,” Getty said in a De¬ 
cember 28 interview. 

Getty noted that immediately 
after the AP headline appeared 
online, he began hearing com¬ 
ments from some people that 
Kramer’s transplant was a bad 
idea. 

McFarlane said that last week, 
Kramer was walking with assis¬ 
tance, his liver functions were nor¬ 
mal, and he was anxious to get out 
of the hospital. Kramer, his life 
partner, David Webster, and Mc¬ 
Farlane have an apartment in 
Pittsburgh where they will stay 
when Kramer is released so that 
they will be close to doctors who 
performed the transplant. 

“It’s tricky to balance the HIV 
therapy with the anti-rejection 
drugs,” McFarlane said. “We need 
to be around someone familiar 
with transplants and HIV.” 

McFarlane noted that while the 
transplant went well, it was more 
complicated than doctors expected. 
The surgery took about 12 hours. 

Kramer’s transplant was per¬ 
formed by Dr. John Fung, Dr. 
Ashok Jain, and Dr. Bijan Eghte- 
sad. Getty said that Fung in par¬ 
ticular has been a proponent of 
organ transplants for those living 
with HIV. 

“The organ transplant com¬ 
munity is very squeamish about 
Kramer and worried about ethical 
concerns,” Getty said. “There’s 
been a long-standing prejudice 
against people with HIV getting 
organ transplants.” 

In fact, the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh is one of 10 centers partici¬ 
pating in a National Institutes of 
Health-funded multi-center trial to 
determine the safety and effective¬ 
ness of liver and kidney transplan¬ 
tation in patients with HIV. The 
outcomes will be useful to the en¬ 
tire transplant and infectious dis¬ 
ease community, hospital officials 
said, as physicians and surgeons 
study and define what constitutes 
the best care for these patients. 

The study is being directed by 
researchers at the University of 
California, San Francisco. Several 
years ago, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) secured 
state funding for the UCSF part of

the study. Getty and other activists 
lobbied Migden for the money. 

Fung, who performed 
Kramer’s transplant, is co-princi¬ 
pal investigator of the study at the 
Pittsburgh site. 

“Like other patients with end- 
stage organ failure, our HIV pa¬ 
tients require transplants to sur¬ 
vive,” Fung said in a statement. 
“For the most part, results have 
been good and most of our pa¬ 
tients can expect to do well after 
transplantation. Yet there are still a 
number of questions that can only 
be answered through a clinical 
study involving more patients 
than those from a single center.” 

The University of Pittsburgh 
has the most extensive experience 
transplanting patients with HIV. 

Getty said that Kramer’s liver 
transplant is a breakthrough, 
though it was a long and difficult 
process. 

“Larry Kramer’s transplant is 
definitely a turning point,” Getty 
said. “If people don’t think this is sig¬ 
nificant, they’re fooling themselves. 
So, I hope he lives a long time.” 

As of January 2, Kramer was 
listed in good condition, hospital 
spokeswoman Lisa Rossi said. 

Kramer is the author of plays 
The Normal Heart and The Des¬ 
tiny of Me and several books about 
AIDS and gay activism, including 
Faggots. He helped found the Gay 
Men’s Health Crisis in New York 
City and later helped create ACT 
UP. McFarlane used to be the di¬ 
rector of GMHC and is the au¬ 
thor, with Philip Bashe, of The 
Complete Bedside Companion: A 
No-Nonsense Guide to Caring for 
the Seriously III. ▼

15th and Dolores, December 25, 
1:15 p.m.: A woman walking down 
the street heard someone ap¬ 
proach her from behind, and she 
was suddenly hit over the head 


with an unknown object. The 
force of the blow caused her to fall 
to her knees. Her assailant contin¬ 
ued to hit her numerous times on 
the head, telling her, “Give me 
your bag.” Several witnesses saw 
the attack and came to the 
woman’s aid, as the suspect 
stripped the black shoulder 
bag from her arm and 
fled westbound on 
15th Street.

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Help for violent gay men

E xpanding its scope to deal 
with a problem often over¬ 
looked, Manalive Violence 
Prevention Programs is offering a 
male batterers class specifically for 
gay men. The 52-week program is 
thought to be the city’s first to deal 
with violence between gay male 
partners. 

“Manalive never had a class 
specifically geared toward the 
same-sex community. Most of our 
referrals are straight men as far as 
we know,” said Tim Hume, the co¬ 
ordinator of the new class. 

San Francisco reported 691 
cases of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender domestic violence in 
2000, according to the National 
Coalition of Anti-Violence Pro¬ 
grams. There were 434 reports 
from female survivors, 204 re¬ 
ported incidents from male sur¬ 
vivors, and 52 cases involving 
transgender survivors. 

According to the coalition, the 
reported statistics on LGBT do¬ 
mestic violence represent only a 
small number of actual cases, and 
as in heterosexual relationships, 
LGBT domestic violence occurs in 
approximately 20 to 25 percent of 
all couples. 

“It is totally taboo. If it is out¬ 
side the heterosexual narrative, 
then who cares? There is a lot of 
anger and hurt that builds up in 
people in marginalized societies,” 
said the Reverend Joe McMurray, 
pastor of congregational life at the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco in the Cas¬ 
tro. “The Castro is looked upon 
throughout the world as a haven. 
But there is a dirty little secret of 
violence that pervades it.” 

MCC-SF is hosting the class at 
its church on Eureka Street, and 
pastors have referred parishioners 
to Manalive in the past. 

“We have had parishioners talk 
about violent partners,” said Mc¬ 
Murray. “But it is always down¬ 
played. Certainly, we will recom¬ 


mend people for the program.” 

Manalive is short for men al¬ 
lied nationally against living in vi¬ 
olent environments. Executive Di¬ 
rector Hamish Sinclair founded 
and developed the program for 
Marin Abused Women’s Services 
in 1980. In 1993, Manalive pro¬ 
vided the model for the state stan¬ 
dards for batterer intervention 
programs advocated by the Cali¬ 
fornia Alliance Against Domestic 
Violence and passed by the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature. 

Today, Manalive is the core 
provider in the design and imple¬ 
mentation of the Resolve to Stop 
the Violence Project in the San 
Francisco Sheriff’s Department. 
The organization also presents vio¬ 
lence intervention curriculum and 
conducts training programs for at- 
risk youth in Bay Area high schools. 

Hume joined the organization 
in 1999 and began developing the 
class for gay men. He enrolled and 
graduated from the program and 
began class facilitator training. 

“I learned how I was emotion¬ 
ally violent. I learned what little 
tricks I used to be emotionally vi¬ 
olent verbally with my partner,” 
said Hume, who has been with his 
partner for more than a decade. 
“My own partner said I was the 
least violent person he ever met. I 
learned how I am a violent man.” 

The realities of domestic vio¬ 
lence between gay men are often 
clouded by male myths and gay 
stereotypes. Unlike straight cou¬ 
ples, where it is often easy to defer 
when the husband is abusive to the 
wife, in a gay couple the abuser 
may not be so easy to diagnose. 

“What is fuzzy working with gay 
men is trying to establish who the 
primary aggressor is in that rela¬ 
tionship. Most of the time in a het¬ 
erosexual relationship, the men are 
the aggressors. It is less defined in a 
same-sex relationship,” said Leo 
Bruenn, a co-facilitator of the class. 

Further complicating the issue 
is the various roles gay male part¬ 
ners play in their relationship. 
Being the top does not automati- 


SF HRC LGBT advisory 
committee seeks members

gj^ verybody’s good at some- 
pi thing, particularly LGBT 
■I people, who often have to 
brush up on a variety of skills just 
to survive. Now there is an oppor¬ 
tunity to put your personal expe¬ 
rience to work for the community, 
as the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission is once again 
seeking new members for the 
commission’s LGBT Advisory 
Committee. 

One of five committees of the 
commission, the LGBTAC identi¬ 
fies and addresses issues and con¬ 
cerns of the city’s lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender popula¬ 
tions. The committee, which 
makes recommendations to the 
larger Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, is looking for members who 
are community activists and 
knowledgeable and skilled in such 
areas as HIV/AIDS, anti-violence, 
civil rights, class, disability, diver¬ 
sity, education, gender, health, 
women’s, senior, and youth issues. 
In the next few months the com¬ 
mittee plans to tackle a variety of 
issues around transgenders, se¬ 
niors and youth, and religion/spir¬ 
ituality within the community. 

The committee strives for di¬ 


versity within its representation. 
Current members include trans¬ 
gender activist Theresa Sparks; 
AIDS and leather activist Gary 
Virginia; FTM and Latino/a ac¬ 
tivist Yosenio Lewis; visual artist 
Virginia Benavidez; and nonprof¬ 
it director (Pets Are Wonderful 
Support) and community athlete 
Erin Farrell, to name but a few. 

Applicants to the LGBTAC must 
be San Francisco residents; must be 
able to make a firm commitment to 
attend meetings on the third Tues¬ 
day of every month at 5:30 p.m.; 
and must be able to spend addi¬ 
tional time on special projects. In¬ 
terested persons should send a let¬ 
ter detailing why they would like to 
serve, how they are involved in the 
community and what they consid¬ 
er their areas of expertise, and what 
qualities they feel they could bring 
to the committee.

cally make that person the batterer. 

“The social idea that tops are 
more dominant and bottoms are 
more submissive, I don’t believe 
that. I’ve seen bottoms that are 
more dominant,” said Aaron 
Moskowitz, a co-facilitator of the 
class. “We might have both part¬ 
ners in this class when we can’t find 
out who is the primary aggressor.” 

The course is split into three 
segments. Before advancing to the 
next stage, each participant must 
successfully complete that part of 
the program and remain violent- 
free for eight weeks. Stage one 
teaches batterers how to stop the 
violence; stage two shows them 
how to get in touch with their 
emotions and communicate with 
their partner; and in stage three, 
the participants work on a fulfill¬ 
ment plan on how to carry the 
lessons they have learned in the 
classroom to their everyday lives. 

“It is hard for men to show emo¬ 
tions. We are told men don’t have 
emotions,” said Hume. “I had to 
learn to be more assertive. My rela¬ 
tionship with my partner is better 
now. We talk and get along better.” 

For now, the program is solely 
for the batterer. In time, Hume 
said he hopes to expand the pro¬ 
gram to include classes for both 
batterers and victims in gay rela¬ 
tionships. 

The first class will begin 
Wednesday, January 9 from 6-9 
p.m. at MCC-SF, 150 Eureka 
Street, in the Castro. The class can 
accommodate 15 people and each 
session costs $25. For more infor¬

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Making the grade 


T he “100 Best Charities in America” 
list, published last month by Worth 
magazine, was notable for one orga¬ 
nization that did not make the grade: the 
Boy Scouts of America. Other groups for 
boys and girls, including Big Brothers Big 
Sisters of America, the Boys and Girls Clubs 
of America, Camp Fire USA, Girls Scouts of 
the USA, and Girls Inc., did make the list. 
Wor.h’s criteria were based primarily on 
how the nonprofit organizations spend their 
money, as the magazine is geared toward in¬ 
vestors. It is telling, however, that the Boy 
Scouts were not included. As readers know, 
the Boy Scouts continue to discriminate 
against gay troop leaders. 

Ever since the U.S. Supreme Court issued 
its ruling allowing the Boy Scouts to dis¬ 
criminate, the organization has faced its 
share of problems. Membership was report¬ 
ed down in the aftermath of the ruling, 
though in our opinion it’s not down 
enough. 

Some individual troops practice a ver¬ 
sion of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” among mem¬ 
bers. There is also the Bay Area-based Scout¬ 
ing for All, which has attempted to change 
the Boy Scouts organization with petitions 
and some informational pickets. Neither of 
these two efforts has resulted in the nation¬ 
al organization changing its discriminatory 
policies. 

The organization continues to get finan¬ 
cial support from the religious right, and 
even Congress got into the act last month 
with its education bill that includes lan¬ 
guage that says federal funds may be with¬ 
held if districts do not offer facilities to 
Scout troops. While the effect of this legis¬ 
lation (expected to be signed by President 
Bush) is minimal, it’s notable that right 
wingers in Congress try to help the Scouts 
every chance they get - and most Democ¬ 


rats go along with the proposals so as not to 
appear “un-American” in opposing 
the longtime youth organization. * 

We say that this attitude must 
stop in 2002. 

It is time that political leaders 
do the right thing and call the Boy 
Scouts on its anti-gay policies. And 
it is time for fair-minded parents to pull 
their kids out of the Boy Scouts. Num¬ 
bers talk: if enough parents en¬ 
rolled their young sons in 
other youth organizations, 
perhaps the Boy Scouts of 
America would realize that discrimination 



is wrong. We know that social conservative 
organizations will continue to financially 
support the Boy Scouts, but their influ¬ 
ence will wane if there are fewer 
Scouts in the program. National lead¬ 
ers would have to seriously reassess 
the situation if membership plum¬ 
mets. 

The Boy Scouts may be among the 
largest youth organizations in the 
country, but that does not 
mean it’s the best. This year, 
the community must continue 
to exert pressure on the Boy 
Scouts to change its policies. ▼ 
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Assert our human rights

W hy do we in the gay community 
spend so much energy attempting 
to convince society that homosexu¬ 
ality is genetic? Why do we cling to the no¬ 
tion that we will only be accepted by others 
when they realize “we cannot help who we 
are”? 

Our energy would be better spent on as¬ 
serting our human rights, not on proving 
our genetics. Although the lesbian commu¬ 
nity often embraces this idea, it seems whol¬ 
ly lost within the gay male community. 

The “unable to change” argument, al¬ 
though pervasive, contains two hidden fal¬ 
lacies. The first can be stated as “being- 
equals-doing.” The second can be stated as 
either “natural-equals-good” or “unnatural- 
equals-bad.” Virtually all arguments - either 
for or against gay rights - invoke one or 
both. 

The commonly held parallel between 
African American rights and gay rights rep¬ 
resents one example of the “unable to 
change” argument. Skin color is genetic; 
“gayness” is genetic. African Americans are 
entitled to their rights; gay people are enti¬ 
tled to their rights. 

The first underlying error is that skin 
color does not cause desires that compel be¬ 
havior; in other words, being does not equal 
doing. 

Second, even if skin color did produce 
deep-seated desires, the corresponding be¬ 
haviors would not be entitled to freedom of 
expression because of genetics - natural 
does not equal good. Yes, African Americans 
and homosexuals are both entitled to 
human rights, but not for this frequently 
used logic. 

The commonly held parallel between 
left-handedness and homosexuality repre¬ 
sents another version of the “unable to 
change” argument; and it also commits both 
fallacies. 

First, everyone is not entitled to a behav¬ 
ior simply because a portion of the popula¬ 
tion has a genetic propensity toward that 
behavior - be it “handedness” or homosex¬ 


uality. Being does not equal doing. 

Second, although a trait may be genetic, 
behaviors are not entitled to freedom of ex¬ 
pression simply because they are linked to a 
genetically occurring trait. Natural does not 
equal good. 

Yes, everyone is entitled to favor their left 
hand, or right hand, or both; yes, everyone 
is entitled to favor homosexual behavior, or 
heterosexual behavior, or both - but not for 
the rationale as normally proposed. 

The prohibition of homosexuality 
by the Roman Catholic Church illus¬ 
trates the rationale commonly used 
against gay rights. The church - and 
most everyone, in fact - already 
views homosexuality as inherent; 
but they make the distinction that, 
although homosexuality may be 
innate, every gay individ¬ 
ual may choose whether 
to act on her or his inher¬ 
ent gayness. This recog¬ 
nizes that “being does not equal doing,” and 
thus skips the first fallacy. 

However, they then judge homosexual 
behavior to be non-procreative and/or un¬ 
natural; thus deeming it immoral, and 
thereby committing the second fallacy: “un- 
natural-equals-bad.” 

It is this second fallacy that, ironically, 
underlies virtually every argument - either 
for or against - gay rights. “Natural-equals- 
good” claims to support gay rights; “unnat- 
ural-equals-bad” claims to oppose gay 
rights; but neither follows! 

Genetic proofs have never conferred 
human rights for the simple reason that any 
“fact” may still be judged as morally good 
or morally bad. So even if gayness is natur¬ 
al, it is not made moral because of its natu¬ 
ralness. 

Furthermore, if the world’s largest reli¬ 
gious organization, the Roman Catholic 
Church, already views homosexuality as 
both innate and immoral, then why do we 
think a genetic proof will ultimately secure 
our rightful place within society? This hope 
has already been proven false. 

Despite this, most gay people look ea¬ 
gerly to the day when the hailed genome 


project will announce absolute proof of “the 
gay gene” and thus grant lesbians and gays 
everywhere a scientifically proven morality. 
However human rights are not derived from 
a test tube. 

Nothing - not God, not nature, not gov¬ 
ernments, and certainly not organized reli¬ 
gion - can grant us a right to feel or think. 
Thoughts and feelings occur; but they can¬ 
not, by definition, directly affect others and 
therefore “human rights” do not apply. 

“Human rights” is an idea; a concept. It 
governs the realms of our behavior within 
the complex concept of ethics. To be 
deemed valid, moral, or good, our 
behaviors must always be con¬ 
sidered within the context of our 
complex interwoven society; we 
do not possess rights to act on 
our desires simply be¬ 
cause our actions sprang 
from genetics. 

We possess rights only 
to the extent that behaviors - or potential 
behaviors - do not interfere with the be¬ 
havioral rights of others; this is the proper 
rationale for both “left-handed rights” and 
gay rights. It commits neither fallacy while 
marking the broadest possible boundary for 
our individuality; it embodies a powerful 
logic, upon which “free speech” and even 
“freedom of religion” is based. 

All too often society views our lesbian 
and gay identities as innate pitiable condi¬ 
tions to be cured or genetic aberrations to 
be tolerated. This is unacceptable. Homo¬ 
sexuality may be genetic; gayness may be 
natural. But this premise holds no power. 

Homosexuality is valid, moral, and good, 
not because it is genetic or natural, but be¬ 
cause the behaviors associated with it do not 
infringe on the rights of others. This is the 
logic that bestows rights. This is the position 
that possesses power. As mature adults we 
take full responsibility for our actions. We 
all deserve human rights — because we are 
human - not because we are helpless. T

Additions to 2001 newsmakers 

In reading your 2001 Year in Review (B.A.R. De¬ 
cember 27) I noted two significant events and two no¬ 
table individuals who, in my mind, played major roles 
in the LGBT community this past year and were not 
mentioned. Because of their significance, I would very 
much like to add the following to your list. 

Though you noted that “the city’s disparate LGBT 
political groups banded together for the first time in 
two decades” to fight the Castro Divide, the events 
leading up to and following this historic coalition are 
history-making in and of themselves. 

First event: the Alice B. Toklas and Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic clubs banded together to denounce 
San Francisco Chronicle columnists Phil Matier and 
Andrew Ross for their trivial and transphobic treat¬ 
ment of District 8 Supervisor Mark Leno’s historic 
transgender healthcare legislation, the first of its kind 
in the nation. With the help of an excellent editorial 
by the B.A.R., the Chronicle finally printed the letter 
co-authored by the two clubs’ leaders after nearly two 
weeks of lobbying. Finally, in coalition with the Trans¬ 
gender Political Caucus, the two clubs jointly lobbied 
members of the Board of Supervisors, and helped 
turn the tide of undecided members to votes in favor 
of the Leno’s legislation. Matier 8c Ross, though never 
really eating crow, reported the vote fairly and with 
appropriate awe. In the final tally, only Supervisors 
Leland Yee and Tony Hall were on the wrong side of 
history, though Supervisor Gerardo Sandoval, cower¬ 
ing in his office, was forced to the vote by Board Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano at the last minute. 

Second event: Alice and Milk formed a center-left 
coalition in support of Dennis Herrera for city attor¬ 
ney. For the first time since the early 1990s, the two 
clubs put their support behind one candidate, as did 
every LGBT leader in San Francisco. It proved to be 
the winning margin. LGBT voters came to the polls 
in far greater numbers than most residents of the city, 
and Herrera won the race by about 3,000 votes. Inter¬ 
estingly, this is a mere fraction of the voters that state 
Senator John Burton dismissed when the Castro was 
split, creating two state Senate districts, as a mere 
“8,000 votes - with no impact.” Well, I guess we as a 
community proved that statement wrong! 

Finally, and most importantly, two individuals in 
particular have made this possible: Alice Chair Paul 
M. Hogan and Milk Club President Jerry Threet. I’ve 
been lucky enough to work with both of them this 
year, and they are largely responsible for the thawing 
of the cold war between the two clubs that have made 
these historic coalitions possible. With Robert Haa- 
land and Theresa Sparks, they began creating a colle¬ 
gial relationship while lobbying for Leno’s transgen¬ 
der healthcare legislation. Building on that success, 
they stayed in regular contact with each other, build¬ 
ing communication and trust. Even in the face of the 
supporting different candidates in the upcoming 13th 
Assembly District race, they joined with the Log 
Cabin Republicans to form the Castro Divide Coali¬ 
tion and advocate for our community’s continued po¬ 
litical power.

Now, the two clubs prepare to elect new leaders 
and hunker down in their corners, preparing for the 
upcoming 13th Assembly District race in which two 
longtime leaders and activists from each club will face 
each other in what will no doubt be a fierce contest. 
But before that happens, I didn’t want 2001 to get 
away without lauding Threet and Hogan, two tremen¬ 
dous leaders and honorable men with the strength of 
character and conviction to work together on behalf 
of our community and its interests. Even when the 
odds were against them. Even when it wasn’t fun or 
pretty or safe. Simply, because it was the right and fair 
thing, and that’s what leaders of integrity do. I’m so 
very proud to be a member of a community with such 
leaders as Threet and Hogan. They both deserve our 
gratitude for helping set the pace in this amazing, his¬ 
toric and precedent-setting year, and for making the 
impossible possible again, San Francisco style. Happy 
New Year, guys!

Are gays better off 
than five years ago?

R ecently, I was a guest 
speaker on lesbian 
and gay writing at a 
small Catholic college in 
the suburbs of Albany, New 
York. In the Q-and-A after 
my talk, students asked me 
if I thought gay men and 
lesbians are better off today 
than they were five years 
ago. Although I hesitated a 
moment, I answered “yes,” 
because of changing atti¬ 
tudes toward gay people. 

I hesitated because the 
news on lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues bobs up and down: A 
small advance in one city, a 
major setback in another 
state. We don’t have a feder¬ 
al Employment Non-dis¬ 
crimination Act, and only 
12 states have gay rights 
laws on their books. In October, 
the FBI reported that hate crimes 
(including those based on sexual 
orientation) have increased, even 
though serious crimes in 
general are down. Gay peo¬ 
ple still can’t serve openly in 
the military, even during war, 
and same-sex marriage 
rights are not something 
many of us expect to enjoy 
in our lifetimes - un¬ 
less, of course, we 
emigrate to Europe. 

Overall, the 
legal land¬ 
scape for gay 
people hasn’t 
changed appreciably in five years. 

However, civil rights move¬ 
ments advance at such a slow pace 
that it’s often hard to see the 
proverbial forest for the trees. If we 
gauged our progress only in terms 
of legislation that’s been passed, I 
probably would have answered 
“no” to the students’ question. 

But the positive shifting of opin¬ 
ions about gay people is another 
thing altogether - indeed, it’s what 
gives me hope. When you think 
about the history of other civil 
rights movements, like those of 
blacks and women, you realize that 
laws alone never solve a society’s 
deeper problems; attitudes have got 
to shift, too, and they’re generally 
more intractable than laws. 

By many indications, attitudes 
toward gay people are gradually 
changing in the United States. I’m 
not talking about the fact that 
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Lesbian Notions 


there are more queer characters 
than ever before on television and 
in the movies. And I’m not just 
feeling hopeful because ex-Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford - who’d 
have thought it? - told les¬ 
bian columnist Deb Price 
that he believes gay couples 
should be treated as the legal 
quals of their heterosexual 
counterparts. What I find 
most encouraging are re¬ 
cent surveys of Ameri¬ 
cans in general and of 
blacks and 
Latinos in 
particular, 
suggesting 

that attitudes toward homosexu¬ 
ality and gay rights are becoming 
more liberal. 

Especially heartening are the 
attitudes of young people. Six 
years ago, I gave a guest lecture at 
the same Catholic college I men¬ 
tioned earlier in this column. 
After my talk, I was pummeled 
with ignorant questions from stu¬ 
dents who treated me like a 
strange species of animal they’d 
never seen before - and hoped 
never to see again. In contrast, on 
my visit last month, I spoke to the 
college’s first-ever “Lesbian and 
Gay Literature” class, which was 
filled, amazingly, with straight stu¬ 
dents respectful of my experiences 
as a lesbian and eager to hear 
about them. According to the pro¬ 
fessor, many of these students said 
they had enrolled because they 
have gay family members or 


friends. 

Recent polls taken 
among students seem to 
corroborate this personal 
experience. Late last sum¬ 
mer, Hamilton College re¬ 
leased the results of its 
youth opinion poll on gay 
issues. Not only was the 
high school class of 2001 
overwhelmingly supportive 
of basic rights for gay peo¬ 
ple, like employment pro¬ 
tection and hate-crimes leg¬ 
islation, but two-thirds of 
the graduating seniors even 
favored legalizing same-sex 
marriage. The students who 
opposed any kind of equal 
rights for gay people were - 
no surprise - predominant¬ 
ly religious and “born- 
again,” with parents who 
had a big influence on their 
views about homosexuality 
as “immoral” and “a choice.” 

Then there was the recent news 
story about seniors at a public 
high school in Dover, New Hamp¬ 
shire, who chose a lesbian couple 
as “class sweethearts.” The two 
girls got twice as many votes as the 
second-place (straight) couple. 
But here’s the rub: When the prin¬ 
cipal started getting some angry e- 
mail messages from parents, he 
voided the election results. (Hap¬ 
pily, the city’s superintendent of 
schools overruled him.) 

What this tells us is that the 
leaders of tomorrow hold more 
liberal attitudes toward lesbians 
and gay men than do their baby- 
boomer parents and educators. But 
if gay people are still legally un¬ 
equal, how did this shift occur? 
Maybe it’s because more gay peo¬ 
ple are out now than ever before, 
including teachers and students. 
Maybe it’s because lesbian and gay 
issues are discussed more openly in 
the mainstream media. Hey, maybe 
it is all those gay TV characters. 

Whatever the reasons for the 
shift, we should find enormous 
hope in it. Civil rights are vital, 
and we will eventually achieve 
them. But more importantly, the 
next generation may be on its way 
to a fuller acceptance of gay peo¬ 
ple into the fabric of society. Y

Redistricting key 
to 2002 elections

T he Democratic Party will 
have to pick up at least six 
seats from the Republicans if 
it has any hope of controlling the 
U.S. House of Representatives after 
this year’s November elections. 

Because of the 2000 census, re- 
districting was ordered across the 
country. With the process now 
slightly more than halfway com¬ 
pleted, it appears Democrats have 
turned back a well-planned Re¬ 
publican scheme to gain a decisive 
advantage in the November con¬ 
test to control the House. 

Some of the state legislatures 
th-.c have completed redistrict¬ 
ing chores appear to have 
put the Democrats slight¬ 
ly ahead in the chase for 
House seats, though not 
by much. A recent Wash¬ 
ington Post analysis of 
the nearly half of the 
states that have com¬ 
pleted redis¬ 
tricting of 
some 236 dis¬ 
tricts suggests 
that Democrats have an edge in 
three districts, the GOP in two, 
and a new district in Nevada is 
competitive. 

One of the reasons that politi¬ 
cal analysts feel it will be very dif¬ 
ficult for Democrats to actually 
gain enough seats in November to 
take back the House is that the 
overall number of competitive 
districts is being reduced by plans 
that protect incumbents. The 
smaller the number of close races, 
the tougher it will be for the De¬ 
mocratic Party to win a majority 
in the House, which is currently 
split 221 Republicans to 211 De¬ 
mocrats (there is an independent 
and a couple of vacancies). 

The Democratic edge can 
largely be attributed to the Geor¬ 
gia Legislature, which maximized 
Democratic opportunities, and 
the Texas Legislature, which could 
reach no agreement, allowing a 
federal court to draw new district 
lines. The court’s action protected 
Democratic incumbents but does 
not reflect the strong Republican 
trends in that state. 

Georgia Democrats did their 
party a favor by drawing the lines 
so that they would gain that state’s 
two new seats and make it probable 
that they would pick up two cur¬ 
rently GOP-held seats as well. Texas 
has turned solidly Republican in re¬ 
cent years and the GOP had hoped 
to massacre the Democrats there 
under redistricting, but that didn’t 
happen. Because of artful redis¬ 
tricting work by the party back in 
1991, Democrats are expected to 
hold on to all of their current 17 
House seats in Texas, though Re¬ 
publicans will likely pick up the two 
new seats the state will gain. 

The GOP looks to its best 
chances in Michigan, where the Re- 
publican-controlled Legislature 
crammed four incumbent Democ¬ 
ratic House members into two dis¬ 
tricts and converted the longtime 
seat held by Democratic Represen¬ 
tative David Bonier into Republi¬ 
can terrain. Even in GOP-con- 
trolled Michigan, however, Democ¬ 
rats have hope and are banking on 
help from the courts where they 
have filed a challenge to the plan. 

States where one of the parties 
is likely to gain or lose a seat are 
Arizona, California, and North 
Carolina, all one-seat pickups for 


the Democrats; Illinois a one-seat 
Democratic loss; and Utah, a pos¬ 
sible gain of one for the GOP and 
a loss of one for the Democrats. 

In a number of states still to be 
redistricted, Democrats are 
preparing to take plans to court if 
Republicans succeed in their an¬ 
nounced goal of decimating the 
opposition. In Florida, for exam¬ 
ple, while the state is in Republi¬ 
can control at the Statehouse, the 
Democratic Party has been re¬ 
bounding of late and two new 
seats will be added this year. Flori¬ 
da Republicans had been planning 
to strengthen their 15 to 8 major¬ 
ity to as much as 18 to 7 after 
2002; however, in a state where 
Democrats and Republi¬ 
cans are actually about 
even in voting 
strength, a move like 
that by the GOP 
would surely end up 
in a federal court. 

In Pennsylvania, the 
GOP-controlled Legis¬ 
lature hopes to 
change its cur¬ 
rent 11 to 10 
House delega- 
' tion majority to a 13 to 6 majori¬ 
ty as Pennsylvania loses two 
Flouse seats. To accomplish this, 
Republicans would have to push 
at least six Democratic House in¬ 
cumbents into only three seats, a 
move that would also likely end 
up in a federal court. 

In Ohio, which also has a 
GOP-controlled Legislature, and 
will lose one House seat, the Re¬ 
publicans plan to draw lines that 
could endanger at least two, and 
possibly three House Democratic 
incumbents. 

Democrats, however, remain 
fairly optimistic about taking back 
the House after the November 
2002 elections. Democratic Party 
strategists know that the country 
- while currently pretty solidly be¬ 
hind the Republican President on 
the issues of war and terrorism - 
feels that George W. Bush’s ten¬ 
dency to push aside domestic is¬ 
sues and ignore the failing econo¬ 
my while he focuses on the Tal¬ 
iban and international terrorism 
will likely not play well with vot¬ 
ers in November. There is also the 
tradition of the party not being in 
the White House usually picking 
up support in off-year elections 
and this also gives the Democrats 
hope for November. 

Bush’s personal wartime pop¬ 
ularity aside, even some Republi¬ 
cans worry privately that Democ¬ 
rats could pick up the half dozen 
or so House seats needed to take 
back the House of Representatives 
as well as manage to hold on to 
the Senate by a seat or two. 

After the country’s redistricting 
process has been completed, it ap¬ 
pears the Democrats might actually 
have a slight edge in the November 
2002 elections, but not by much. 

Politics and people 

Mike Menesini, an assistant 
district attorney in the office of 

Terence Hallman for the past 
several years, is given at least an 
even chance of becoming the next 
district attorney in Contra Costa 
County. Menesini, who must face 
four other candidates in March to 
make it to the November runoff, 
has also been mayor of Martinez 
for the past 17 years. 

Last week’s column, in which I 
tongue-in-cheek invited New York 
City’s former mayor, Rudolph 


Giuliani, to move to San Francisco 
to run for mayor next year, brought 
an unusual number of comments 
(all positive, incidentally). Well, 
why not? Giuliani left office Tues¬ 
day as a national icon, “America’s 
mayor” in fact. He is one Republi¬ 
can residents in this city would 
most surely vote for; I’d bet on it. 

As to Giuliani’s future plans? A 
lot of Republicans in the Empire 
State privately wish that George 
Pataki would step aside and let 
Giuliani run for governor. Absent 
that, there is also talk that veep 
Dick Cheney wants only one 
term in D.C. and Guiliani would 
be a natural as George Bush’s 2004 
running mate. Those close to the 
hugely popular former mayor are 
predicting that new Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg serves a sin¬ 
gle term and Giuliani comes back 
in four years to run again for 
mayor - a job he really is said to 
be in love with. Still, wouldn’t this 
guy make a delightful mayor of 
San Francisco? You bet. And he’d 
know what to do about the grow¬ 
ing homeless problem. 

Which brings me to the recent 
press reports having Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom about to make a 
move regarding the homeless. The 
question that remains to be seen, 
however, is how many (if any) of 
the other supes will pitch in to 
back the guy. I’m betting they 
duck, and any changes will have to 
come about via the initiative route 
at the ballot box. Rock on Gavin - 
there’s more support out there 
than you realize. (Walked down 
Castro Street lately?) 

California Republicans are try¬ 
ing to pin the quarter-cent sales 
tax increase that went into effect 
Tuesday on Governor Gray 
Davis; however, this tax increase 
came about under a formula ap¬ 
proved by former Republican 
Governor Pete Wilson, whereby 
the sales tax is supposed to go 
down when the state accumulates 
a certain level of surplus revenue, 
and back up when it does not. It’s 
this Wilson-approved formula 
that causes the sales tax to rise and 
fall, not the work of Davis. 

Governor Davis, incidentally, 
last week appointed Jon Tigar, a 
former S.F. deputy public defend¬ 
er, now a partner in a downtown 
law firm, to a seat on the Alameda 
Superior Court. Tigar, at 39, is one 
of the youngest judges appointed 
in years, and is the son of attorney 
Michael Tigar who has defended 
such well-known clients as Okla¬ 
homa City bomber Terry Nichols, 
Angela Davis, the Chicago Seven, 
John Connally, and John Dem- 
janjuk, the Nazi war criminal. 

It was just a couple of months 
ago that Democratic political 
leaders had the knives out for East 
Bay Representative Ellen Tausch- 
er (10th District) for her refusal to 
support S.F. Representative 
Nancy Pelosi for House Democ¬ 
ratic minority whip (she was the 
only California House member 
that didn’t) and rumors had it that 
the party would make things 
tough for Tauscher, possibly send¬ 
ing her off to political oblivion. 
Well, it turns out that Tauscher 
has only token Democratic pri¬ 
mary opposition in March and no 
Republican opposition in Novem¬ 
ber. Tauscher refers to herself as a 
“Feinstein Democrat” and is 
close personal friends with the 
popular U.S. senator.

Uncool pot bust in Cool

D r. Marion P. (Molly) Fry’s 
stepdaughter, Heather 
Schafer, explained her par¬ 
ents’ problems with the law care¬ 
fully, trying to stay with the facts, 
a reaction to the hyperbole into 
which her stepmother often flies. 
Heather Schafer is 25, heavy¬ 
boned, round-faced. She is the 
single mother of a 1-year-old girl; 
and has the resolute manner of 
someone who has seen more trou¬ 
ble than anyone her age should 
reasonably expect - and is bracing 
for more. She looks straight ahead 
as she speaks from a stiff-backed 
chair, without looking around the 
disheveled living room of her par¬ 
ents’ house near Cool, California. 

Her stepmother perches occa¬ 
sionally on the battered sofa across 
the room, but pops up when she 
wants to make a particularly 
telling point, which is often. Her 
father, Dale Schafer, is plunked 
down next to her on the sofa. 

“The house is pretty well kid- 
proof,” said Fry, slightly embar¬ 
rassed, gesturing to the scarred 
walls, dirty shag carpet and tat¬ 
tered upholstery. “I’ve raised my 
three kids here. And since 
Heather’s daughter just turned 1,1 
guess it will be a long time before 
we get to do anything about it.” 

The truth is probably closer to 
the fact that Fry has more serious 
problems than housework. 

Cool is a little town in the Sier¬ 
ra foothills about 15 minutes from 
Auburn and about 45 minutes 
from Sacramento. 

“Sneeze and you’ll miss it,” said 
Fry. 

People live here and work in 
Auburn or Sacramento. A general 
store. A bar. A post office. Mostly 
they’re the sort who want a coun¬ 
try life. And space. You can buy a 
three-bedroom house on 10 acres 
near Cool for less than $400,000. 

Since 1999, from a storefront 
two doors down from the town 
post office, Fry, 45, and her lawyer 
husband, Dale Schafer, 47, have 
operated what they call the Cali¬ 
fornia Medical Research Center in 
Cool. 

California Medical Research 
Center is a pot clinic. 

They live nearby with their 
sons, ages 9 and 14, and an 11- 
year old daughter. Heather 
Schafer, the oldest, works at the 
clinic. 

Patients used to come to the 
clinic, watch a video about med¬ 
ical marijuana, and usually, they 
signed up with attorney Dale 
Schafer as a client. While most pa¬ 
tients were really interested in 
Fry’s recommendation for med¬ 
ical marijuana, the couple thought 
the patients’ records would be 
protected by the attorney-client 
privilege if they were legal clients, 
rather than medical clients. 

Fry and Dale Schafer were 
wrong about that. 

Heather Schafer sits up in her 
chair and tells the story of what 
has become known in medical 
marijuana circles as the “Cool 
bust.” It is a story she tells with a 
practiced air, like she’s told it 
many times before. 

At 4 p.m. on September 28, 
federal Drug Enforcement Ad¬ 
ministration agents and deputies 
of the El Dorado County Sheriff’s 
Department circled the couple’s 
home and office. Twenty agents, 
some in riot gear, Heather Schafer 
said, burst into the house and, 
guns drawn, pushed Fry and her 
14-year-old son into the front 
yard where they were handcuffed 
and made to lie face down on the 


ground at gun point for 45 min¬ 
utes while the agents “cleared the 
house.” 

‘Clearing the house’ 

Heather Schafer related that 
she was later told that “clearing the 
house” meant making sure there 
were no other suspects there. Ac¬ 
cording to Heather Schafer, the 
agents missed Fry’s 1-year-old 
granddaughter - who was sleeping 
in a back bedroom - until she 
woke up and started to cry. 

Dale Schafer and the other 
children came home from a shop¬ 
ping trip to Costco shortly after¬ 
ward. They, along with his wife 
and the other children, were 
locked in a small trailer they kept 
on the property as a playhouse for 
the kids. 

Heather Schafer said they were 
kept there for five hours while the 
agents ransacked the house and 
took all the patient records stored 
there. 

According to the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s office filings on the case, 
agents also took 32 pot plants - 
some immature - growing on the 
property and 20 pounds of what 
they termed processed marijuana, 
which Dale Schafer said he was 
growing to alleviate the symptoms 
of his wife’s breast cancer and the 
side effects of her chemotherapy. 

There was a similar scene at 
Fry and Dale Schafer’s office, 
where Heather Schafer said she 
was held in a chair flanked by two 
sheriff’s deputies. They put the 
chair in a driveway in front of the 
office, two doors down from the 
post office, as neighbors went by. 

“To embarrass me,” Heather 
Schafer added. “This is a small 
town, after all.” 

When asked what might have 
motivated this sudden crackdown 
after the clinic had been in busi¬ 
ness for years with what she 
termed the cooperation of the 
sheriff, Heather Schafer said, “It 
didn’t help that my dad is running 
for district attorney in El Dorado 
County.” 

Detective Robert Ashworth, 
head of narcotics for the El Dorado 
County Sheriff’s Department, con¬ 
firmed that he had been out to Fry 
and Dale Schafer’s house twice 
over the past two years and that he 
had found marijuana there and 
that he did not charge the couple. 
Once, he said, Fry invited him to 
the property after she said that she 
had seen people snooping around 
the isolated house - people whom 
she thought were sheriff’s deputies. 

Gary Lacy, the incumbent dis¬ 
trict attorney against whom Dale 
Schafer is running, denies any in¬ 
volvement in the case. 

“First off,” Lacy said, “it was 
done by the federal authorities and 
I had absolutely no knowledge of 
what they were doing. I was out of 
town. I was in South Carolina. My 
office called me in South Carolina 
and told me what was going on.” 


He said the local sheriff’s 
deputies weren’t told of the 
planned raid until that morning. 

Dale Schafer has also charged 
that the raid was precipitated by 
the testimony of an ex-employee 
who was recently arrested in an 
unrelated case. 

Fry has said that it was the re¬ 
sult of a pot cooking class they 
gave at the local Grange hall. At 
the end of the class they gave out 
samples of Rice Krispies Treats, 
made with marijuana butter. 
Heather Schafer said one of the 
students was a narc. 

Federal case 

Unlike other pot cases, the 
Cool bust has become well-known 
because the federal government is 
involved. 

When California voters passed 
Proposition 215 in 1996, they 
voted on language that read, 
“Notwithstanding any other pro¬ 
vision of law, no physician in this 
state shall be punished, or denied 
any right or privilege, for having 
recommended marijuana to a pa¬ 
tient for medical purposes.” 

It also says that Californians 
have a right to obtain and use mar¬ 
ijuana for medical purposes where 
the medical use “is deemed appro¬ 
priate and has been recognized by a 
physician.” It goes on to list a broad 
variety of ailments for which mar¬ 
ijuana may be recommended in¬ 
cluding “any other illness for which 
marijuana provides relief.” 

The proposition is vague. Its 
provisions include a reference to 
“primary caregivers” who may sell 
marijuana to their patients, but it 
doesn’t provide any mechanism 
for differentiating between med¬ 
ical marijuana dispensaries, as 
medical cannabis advocates call 
them, and ordinary pot dealers. 

But the main problem is that 
possession of marijuana, in any 
quantity, for any reason, is still a 
federal crime. 

DEA spokesman Rich Meyer 
said that, “According to the Con¬ 
trolled Substances Act, marijuana 
is a Schedule I drug. That means 
that it has no medical value and a 
high potential for abuse.” 

The DEA has a new adminis¬ 
trator, Asa Hutchinson, appointed 
by President Bush. Medical mari¬ 
juana advocates fear that Hutchin¬ 
son is pursuing a more aggressive 
strategy to enforce federal pot laws 
in California. The Cool bust was 
followed on October 25 by a raid 
on the Los Angeles Cannabis Re¬ 
source Center - a medical pot club 
in West Hollywood. 

Local authorities have had a 
very difficult time balancing the 
conflict between federal law and 
the ambiguities of Proposition 215. 
California Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer has issued a report that in¬ 
cluded a survey of local policies 
which, he said, “vary greatly from 
community to community.”

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Canadian drag queen’s 
unlikely candidacy

I f one thing can be said for our 
LGBT neighbors to the north, 
it’s that their political imagi¬ 
nation is enviable. 

Canada’s right wing Alliance 
Party - wrought with a racist, clas- 
sist, and homophobic reputation 
- has a new contender running for 
its leadership: Toronto’s most fa¬ 
mous drag queen, Enza “Super¬ 
model” Anderson. But this is no 
Log Cabin Republican scenario, as 
Anderson is not running on a tra¬ 
ditional right-wing platform. 

“My platform is affordable 
housing,” Anderson told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “It’s funny how the 
liberals here are considered center, 
but look at them: they promised 
to eliminate a social services tax, 
which is a right-wing agenda, and 
they talk about universal health 
care but don’t follow through. So 
you may as well start making left 
issues right issues.” 

Anderson first entered into the 
right-wing arena when the Al¬ 
liance Party - on shaky ground 
when its leader Stockwell Day lost 
favor - announced plans to seek 
an interim leader. Anderson threw 
her heels into the ring last July 
“mostly as a fun thing,” but got se¬ 
rious as she realized, “It’s an op¬ 
portunity I couldn’t let go of ... 
the party is in disarray right now, 
and it’s time the Alliance got out 
of the closet and showed its real 
colors.” 

She officially announced her 
candidacy on December 14. 

For the suffering Alliance 
Party, Anderson’s entry has been a 
test to its claim of being inclusive 


and tolerant. So far, not all of its 
members have balked at her can¬ 
didacy. 

“I’m just pleased that we con¬ 
tinue to attract people from across - 
the spectrum,” the recently re¬ 
signed Day said. “We’re very open, 
we’re very diverse.” 

Additionally, a Canadian 
news site Internet poll has 
showed that 75 percent of 
respondents favor An¬ 
derson to win the 
party seat. 

“If the Alliance 
thinks it’s a very open 
party, and it wants to 
break perceptions, it 
has to let me in to run 
for leader,” Anderson 
remarked. “It’s time 
for them to accept me. 

It’s time to change 
them.” 

Gay Toronto resi¬ 
dent J.B. Larue told the 
B.A.R. that while he 
respects Anderson’s 
political efforts (the 
drag queen ran for 
that city’s mayor in 
2000 and came in 
third place), he does¬ 
n’t think the Alliance 
Party is the place to 
further her career. 

“I just don’t think 
it will be taken seriously,” said 
Larue. 

But it’s exactly that attitude 
that Anderson is counting on. 

“Politics is a joke,” she said. 
“Any politician that takes politics 
seriously needs to examine his or 
her own agenda.” 

Anderson noted the country’s 
embarrassment when the Al¬ 


liance’s Day showed up for a press 
conference in a wet suit during the 
last federal election. The prime 
minister countered by airing im¬ 
ages of himself in athletic ac¬ 
tivities. 

“Why is it that when 
a party leader and the 
prime minister en¬ 
gage in a body con¬ 
test they are serious 
politicians but 
when a drag 
queen runs it’s a 
joke?” asked An¬ 
derson, who 
added that of 
course she sees the 
humor in herself as 
a candidate. 

“You have to use 
what you have,” she 
said. “Humor is a way 
of reaching the masses.” 

Anderson is close to 
raising the $25,000 de¬ 
posit as required to 
campaign, and she 
i: L has solicited dona- 
tions by promis¬ 
ing that none of 
the money 

would go to the 
Alliance Party 
itself. She told 
the B.A.R. that 
she hopes 
Americans will support her and 
“tell their Canadian friends about 
the campaign.” The election for a 
new party leader takes place on 
March 8. 

“I would be a great asset to 
public service,” said Anderson. 
“And I’ve got a great ass.”

If one thing is clear, it’s that 
nothing is when you start talking 
about medical marijuana and the 
law. In Oakland it’s okay to have as 
much as six pounds of pot - if you 
grow it yourself. In Simi Valley 
you may have two plants. Some 
places, like San Francisco, have 
medical cannabis identification 
card systems in place. San Francis¬ 
co Police Chief Fred H. Lau tried 
to clarify the situation in a memo 
for SFPD officers in February, but 
in the end left it up to the individ¬ 
ual officer to decide if a pot pos¬ 
sessor’s stash is for medical pur¬ 
poses “based on the totality of the 
circumstances.” 

California state Senator John 
Vasconcellos (D-San Jose) intro¬ 
duced a bill, SB848, during the 
2000 legislative session which 


sought to clarify some of the am¬ 
biguities around Proposition 215, 
but the session ended without its 
passage. Instead, the governor 
signed another Vasconcellos mea¬ 
sure, SB847, which provided $3 
million to study marijuana’s med¬ 
icinal properties. That research is 
currently under way at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Diego, 
where the program is headquar¬ 
tered, at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco, and other re¬ 
search centers around the country. 

Last July, Representative Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Massachusetts) in¬ 
troduced legislation in Congress 
to move marijuana from Schedule 
I to Schedule II of the Controlled 
Substance Act - where drugs with 
some medicinal value are listed. 

Legal wrangling 

As of December 30, Fry and 
Dale Schafer still had not been 
charged with any crime. 


The legal wrangling around 
their case has been completely 
about whether federal prosecutors 
are allowed to go through the files 
they seized in the Cool bust. Even 
though Fry and Dale Schafer still 
insist they are protected by attor¬ 
ney-client privilege, a federal 
magistrate has ruled that authori¬ 
ties may go through the files. 

In the end, the case will be 
judged to be about the capricious 
enforcement of pot laws in Cali¬ 
fornia as local lawmakers and en¬ 
forcement agencies struggle to fit 
California’s law into conflicting 
national policy. 

In the meantime, Dale Schafer 
is still running for district attor¬ 
ney. Fry still continues to recom¬ 
mend medical marijuana to her 
patients. And the federal prosecu¬ 
tor’s office struggles to figure out 
what to do with a high-profile 
case that has turned into a small¬ 
time pot bust. V

Laws can protect TGs 
from job discrimination

T he following is an occasional 
column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Project 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s trans¬ 
gender, intersex, gender-variant, 
and genderqueer communities. 

Q: I have been with my current 
employer for a year. When I start¬ 
ed, I told our human resources per¬ 
son that I am transsexual (MTF) 
and asked her to keep it confiden¬ 
tial. However, recently, everyone 
seems to know about me and I have 
begun experiencing harassment 
from coworkers and supervisors. 
My coworkers have started to call 
me “he,” ignoring my repeated re¬ 
quests to be called “she.” A new su¬ 
pervisor was just transferred into 
my department. I have heard from 
several people that he refers to me 
as the “drag queen” he works with. 
Last week, he called me into his of¬ 
fice to talk about my work assign¬ 
ment. He said that he needed to 
know “exactly” what sex I am in 
order to be able to supervise me 
properly. He even asked for an “ex¬ 
planation” from my doctor! What 
are my legal rights in this situation? 

Your legal rights 

Federal, state, and some local 
laws grant you the right to work in 
an environment free of discrimi¬ 
nation based on sex (as well as 
race, national origin and religion, 
among others). Transsexual and 
gender non-conforming people 
are covered under these laws. 

Therefore, you may not be fired, 
demoted, not hired, or in any way 
treated differently based on your sex 
or failure to conform to gender 
stereotypes. On the federal level, you 
are protected by Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, and on the state 
level, by the California Fair Housing 
and Employment Act (FEHA). Most 
cities and counties have local ordi¬ 
nances that afford at least the same 
protections. In addition to prohibit¬ 
ing discrimination on the basis of 
sex, San Francisco’s ordinance ex¬ 
plicitly protects individuals from 
discrimination based on gender 
identity [Municipal/Police Code 
(Article 33) and the Administrative 
Code (Chapters 12a, 12b, and 12c)]. 

The behavior you are describ¬ 
ing is harassment, a form of dis¬ 
crimination. Illegal harassment is 
hostile, offensive, or intimidating 
behavior that is so severe or perva¬ 
sive that it interferes with your abil¬ 
ity to do your job. If the continual 
use of the wrong name or pronoun 
is so bad or frequent that it inter¬ 
feres with your work, it is illegal. 

In addition to discrimination 
based on sex, you have the right to 
be free of discrimination based on 
disability. Under California law, a 
disability is defined as a condition 
that limits a major life activity. 
Thus, if you have a condition that 
limits you in activities like interact¬ 
ing with others, procreating, sexual 
relations, or caring for your health, 
you may seek protection under 
these provisions. While not all 
transgender people have a gender- 
related disability (like gender dys¬ 
phoria or gender identity disorder, 


for example), those that do may be 
protected by the disability non-dis¬ 
crimination provisions in FEHA. 

If a disabled employee is qual¬ 
ified to do the job, an employer is 
required to provide “reasonable 
accommodation” of the employ¬ 
ee’s disability. Such accommoda¬ 
tion may include referring to the 
employee by the proper name and 
pronoun, allowing the employee 
to dress and use the restroom ac¬ 
cording to his or her gender iden¬ 
tity, providing training to debunk 
myths and fears in order to pre¬ 
vent harassment, etc. A failure to 
provide reasonable accommoda¬ 
tions is illegal. 

Therefore, conduct such as 
continually using the incorrect 
pronoun can be illegal, not only as 
discrimination based on 
gender, but may also 
constitute discrimina¬ 
tion based on disabil¬ 
ity. (Note: federal 
disability rights laws 
do not cover trans¬ 
gender-related dis¬ 
abilities. There¬ 
fore, you can only 
sue for this kind of 
disability-based 
harassment under 
California state law.) 

Discrimination based on real 
or perceived sexual orientation is 
likewise prohibited by FEHA. Be¬ 
cause some people are confused 
about the difference between gen¬ 
der identity and sexual orienta¬ 
tion, harassment of transgender 
employees can sometimes take the 
form of homophobic comments 
(such as your supervisor calling 
you a “drag queen”). Thus, re¬ 
gardless of your actual sexual ori¬ 
entation, these types of com¬ 
ments, if severe and pervasive, can 
constitute illegal harassment on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 
(Note: federal law does not explic¬ 
itly prohibit discrimination based 
on sexual orientation.) 

Furthermore, under the Cali¬ 
fornia Constitution, your sex, gen¬ 
der, medical condition and the 
like are private facts that your em¬ 
ployer must not disclose without 
your consent. If your human re¬ 
sources manager ignored your re¬ 
quest for confidentiality by telling 
coworkers that you are transgen¬ 
der, she may have violated your 
rights under the California Con¬ 
stitution. Likewise, FEHA pre¬ 
vents your employer from making 
inquiries about any medical or 
psychological condition that are 
not job-related and consistent 
with business necessity. FEHA 
also prohibits any non-job-relat- 
ed inquiry of an employee that ex¬ 
presses discrimination as to the 
person’s sex or disability, unless 
that request for information is di¬ 
rectly related and pertinent to the 
position. (An employer’s efforts to 
develop a reasonable accommo¬ 
dation might constitute a legiti¬ 
mate business reason to make in¬ 
quiries, but only to the extent nec¬ 
essary to determine an accommo¬ 
dation.) Therefore, if your super¬ 
visor cannot provide any legiti¬ 
mate reason for his demand that 
you identify and provide proof of 
your sex (his claim about “proper 
supervision” is likely insufficient), 
his inquiries are not legal. 

Prevention 

When faced with a situation 
like yours, there are several steps 
you may take to address the dis¬ 
crimination. 


• Document the discrimina¬ 
tion, noting the dates and time of 
all incidents, the name and job 
title of the person(s) involved, and 
the names of anyone who can 
back up your story. 

• Familiarize yourself with the 
law. The text of the laws is available 
on the Internet. Title VII of the 
Civil Rights Act can be found at 
www.eeoc.gov/laws/vii.html. The 
California Fair Employment and 
Housing Act, beginning at Gov’t 
Code section 12940, can be found 
at www.leginfo.ca.gov/ calaw.html. 
Most city and county laws are also 
available online. The San Francis¬ 
co Human Rights Commission’s 
publication, “Compliance Guide¬ 
lines to Prevent Gender Identity 
Discrimination” (found at 

www.ci.sf.ca.us/ sfhuman- 
rights/ tg_guide.htm), 
explains the San Fran¬ 
cisco law and also pro¬ 
vides links to the San 
Francisco code sec¬ 
tions. 

Complain inter¬ 
nally to a supervi¬ 
sor, human re¬ 
sources personnel, 
or other person in 
management. Ob¬ 
viously, it is best to make your 
complaint in writing. Follow your 
employer’s grievance procedure, if 
it has one. If you belong to a union, 
talk with your union representa¬ 
tive. When you complain, state 
clearly that you believe you are 
being discriminated against be¬ 
cause of your sex, disability and/or 
perceived sexual orientation. 

Consult an attorney, if possi¬ 
ble. Sheryl Harris, an attorney at 
the Legal Aid Society and Em¬ 
ployment Law Center, provides 
free legal information to employ¬ 
ees facing discrimination based on 
gender identity and sexual orien¬ 
tation. You can reach her (toll 
free) at 1-866-864-4900. You may 
also contact your county bar asso¬ 
ciation’s lawyer referral service 
(found in the government pages 
of your phone book). 

If your employer does not ade¬ 
quately address your complaint, 
you may file a charge of discrimi¬ 
nation with the state, federal, or 
city agencies responsible for en¬ 
forcing the anti-discrimination 
laws. “Gender Identity Discrimi¬ 
nation and Employment Law,” a 
pamphlet co-produced by our 
agencies, explains this process. You 
may order one by calling (415) 
392-6257, ext. 308. Be aware that 
there are strict timelines for filing 
(e.g., under federal law, you must 
file a charge within 300 days of the 
last act of discrimination). You 
must file a charge of discrimina¬ 
tion before you may begin an em¬ 
ployment discrimination lawsuit.

George Mitchell heads 
WTC Red Cross fund

T he American Red Cross an¬ 
nounced Thursday, Decem¬ 
ber 27 at a Washington news 
conference that former U.S. Sen¬ 
ate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell will be the independent 
overseer of its $667 million Liber¬ 
ty Disaster Fund established in the 
wake of the terrorist attacks. 

“We are honored to have 
George Mitchell join our effort,” 
said David McLaughlin, chairman 
of the American Red Cross board 
of governors. “He brings great 
compassion, experience, and lead¬ 
ership to our work and we are 
confident his strong will and 
steady hand will guide the Liberty 
Fund forward.” 

The Red Cross also announced 
it will spend $317.5 million by 
year-end from the Liberty Disas¬ 
ter Fund, more than it promised 
just over one month ago. The 
money will be distributed among 
more than 36,000 families affected 
by the September 11 terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 

“The Liberty Fund has received 
$667 million in donations to date, 
leaving a balance of $350 million 
for the next phase of activity,” 
Dana Allen, spokeswoman for the 
Red Cross, told United Press In¬ 
ternational. “The plan, which Sen¬ 
ator Mitchell will help develop, is 
scheduled for release at the end of 
January 2002 and will go for long¬ 
term mental health needs. 

“While we don’t have an exact 
timetable, the mental health needs 
will take quite some time - for ex¬ 
ample, we are still addressing 
mental health needs from the Ok¬ 
lahoma City bombing.” 

Shortly after the September 11 
attacks, the Red Cross established 
the Liberty Fund from the mil¬ 
lions in contributions that poured 
in to address the aftermath of the 
disaster and possible future at¬ 
tacks. 

The Red Cross had for quite 
some time raised money in the 
wake of highly publicized disasters

such as the Red River floods or 
Hurricane Hugo and placed the 
funds in a single disaster account. 

“We have to do this, and use 
specific language, because many 
disasters get no media play, so 
money raised for one disaster 
helps in the disasters that the 
media doesn’t cover,” explained 
Allen. 

Nonprofit organizations are 
required by law to spend money 
for the purpose it was raised for. 

The week after the attacks, for¬ 
mer American Red Cross Presi¬ 
dent Bernadine Healy taped a se¬ 
ries of television solicitations for 
donations. She used the required 
vague language asking people to 
donate blood and money to help 
the Red Cross give “lifesaving as¬ 
sistance.” 

Many Americans who con¬ 
tributed thought that the life they 
were helping to save was that of a 
victim of the September 11 attacks 
or perhaps the family of an in¬ 
jured firefighter. 

The Red Cross provided tax- 
free grants of up to $30,000 to the 
victims to meet immediate finan¬ 
cial needs and the remaining 
funds were to go toward grief 
counseling, meals for rescuers and 
“other expenses related to the ter¬ 
rorist attacks.” 

The Red Cross came under fire 


from contributors after it was 
learned that it was saving many 
for future relief operations. It set 
aside $50 million for a blood 
readiness and reserve program. 
Another $26 million were for na¬ 
tionwide community outreach 
and $29 million for relief infra¬ 
structure. This money was to be 
used to build telecommunication 
and information systems, data¬ 
base management, contribution 
processing, and for other over¬ 
head costs. 

In November, the Red Cross 
announced that all the money 
raised for the Liberty Fund would 
go to the victims of the September 
11 attacks and their rescuers, and 
only the interest from the funds 
would go toward overhead. 

The move was aimed at regain¬ 
ing “the trust of our donors,” the 
Red Cross said. 

In December, the Red Cross is¬ 
sued new guidelines calling for 
fair treatment for gay and lesbian 
families suffering from the loss of 
a loved one in the terrorist attacks. 

Mitchell, a Democrat from 
Maine, served the U.S. Senate for 
14 years. Upon leaving the Senate, 
Mitchell joined the Washington 
law firm of Verner, Liipfert, Bern- 
hard, McPherson and Hand. He 
also serves as a director for nu¬ 
merous corporations including 
the Walt Disney Company, Feder¬ 
al Express Corporation, Xerox 
Corporation, and Starwood Ho¬ 
tels and Resorts. He also chaired 
the peace negotiations in North¬ 
ern Ireland and an international 
fact-finding committee that ex¬ 
amined the current crisis between 
the Israelis and Palestinians. 

Mitchell has received numer¬ 
ous awards and honors including: 
the Presidential Medal of Free¬ 
dom, the Truman Institute Peace 
Prize and the United Nations 
(UNESCO) Peace Prize. 

Currently operating on a bud¬ 
get of $3 billion, the American Red 
Cross annually mobilizes relief to 
the victims of more than 67,000 
disasters nationwide and supplies 
half of the nation’s blood. ▼

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Goat tee

D espite the hopes of many to 
move on to a new year free 
of 200l’s dreadful events, it 
seems a wartime atmosphere per¬ 
vades. Expect no easy fix with so 
many military industrial complex 
contracts to pay for the (presi¬ 
dency. 

Fortunately, the lingering win¬ 
try tunnel searches and vague res¬ 
olution/apprehension schism is 
occasionally broken by 
quaint reports of the 
newly liberated 

Afghanistan. The upside 
is a sort of cultural sharing 
thanks to CNN and other 
news sources. 

British forces politely defeat¬ 
ed U.S. troops in a game 
of American football at 
Kandahar Air Force 
Base. Participants were 
quaint, cute, and dou¬ 
bly hunky. 

Soccer is the easiest game for 
boys in the liberated dusty streets. 

. All it takes is one rare inflated ball, 
much more easily rolled than the 
decapitated head of a Russian 
solider. 

Cockfighting is back with a 
vengeance. Some reporters have 
questioned the owners of the rag¬ 
ing roosters whether they feel bad 
over the death of a bird. Oh, gee, 
let’s see. Their entire country has 
been decimated for 20 years, their 
families are probably mostly dead, 
and they’re supposed to care 



about Foghorn Leghorn before 
they eat him? Doubtful. 

But even kite-flying takes on a 
nasty tone on the arid plains. One 
boy with a long stick plays the 
sadistic role of kite-whacker, 
knocking down the most free-fly¬ 
ing airborne toys. When asked by 
a CNN reporter what makes the 
best opponent, the handsome waif 
replied, “The one with the biggest 
stick.” 

Goat’s head soup 

Naively assuming that the Tal¬ 
iban isn’t simply 
wintering in Pak¬ 
istan, the most ar¬ 
cane of athletic events to re¬ 
turn to Kabul post-Taliban is 
Buzkashi. 

A combination of polo 
and goat sacrifice, the 
sport of kings also 
seems to be the sport 
of butchers. Two 
teams battle for the 
object of the game, a 
headless goat or calf. Getting the 
goat doesn’t make things any eas¬ 
ier, for opponents whack the play¬ 
er into submission until they can 
either grab the goat carcass or 
drag it onto their horses. The tele¬ 
vised match between teams from 
Balkh and Parwan provinces was 
played in a large open space next 
to Kabul’s Ghazi Stadium, where 
the previous government-spon¬ 
sored event was genocide. 

Like the majority of evildoing 
Talibanese are imports (Arabs, 
Egyptians, and Yemenese), 
Buzkashi is said to have been in¬ 
troduced by Genghis Khan, whose 
pillaging soldiers tossed pigs into 
pigskin. 

The contemporary version is 
dangerous and expensive to pro¬ 
duce. Most players are older and 
highly experienced. Dropping the 
dead animal into a goal zone fin¬ 
ishes the game, but not the fight¬ 
ing. Arguments over points and 
bets drag on into the night. 

Referees seem to be irrelevant. 
Crowds run in and around the 
playing field in a daring style not 
unlike the running of the bulls in 
Pamplona, Spain. Being a part of 
the action takes on new dimen¬ 
sions when stadium seating comes 
with the assumption of being 
trampled by the contestants’ hors¬ 
es. 
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With packs of news crews 
jostling close for close-ups of a 
light war news story, helmet cams 
might be a good idea, or perhaps 
goat cams. 

Foxhole funnies 

Making light of wartime events 
seems to be the favorite alternative 
to corporate news machines. But 
it sometimes makes for an uneasy 
mix. 

Other holiday news included 
the possibility of Russell Crowe 
starring in a film version of the 
World War II comedy Hogans He¬ 
roes. Who would ever think that 
the Holocaust would have a laugh 
track? 

With U.S. backyard wrestling 
videos of teenagers roof-diving into 
bundles of barbed wire, goat polo 
seems fairly innocuous, except to 
PETA fanatics. Their cultural bias 
ignores the fact that impoverished 
Afghans need to find many uses for 
limited resources, and are inclined 
to play with their food. 

Prognasty-cations 

My Croatian pal, whose prox¬ 
imity to the war gives him an edge 


of sardonic commentary, sent me 
an actual picture of a mid-1980s 
polo match where a Russian sol¬ 
dier’s head was the ball. Grisly 
stuff, not for this family paper. You 
can see that kind of thing in the 
next Jerry Bruckheimer flick. 

The Croat cutie also sent the 
DeathTest.com link, whereby a 
person can calculate the moment 
of their demise, based on vices, 
pleasures, and veteran status. Ap¬ 
parently, I’ll have keeled over by 
2030. Perhaps they should add a 
question destined to dock you a 
few years: “Do you play sports in 
Afghanistan?” 

What new events may we an¬ 
ticipate in the next 50 years? Will 
Afghan culture become trendy, 
blending into a hybrid America 
that more closely resembles the 
cast of “Blade Runner ,” “Star 
Wars]' and “Lawrence of Arabia?” 
Will Western men be relieved of 
the confines of slacks and some¬ 
day leisurely lounge in desert-chic 
robes? 

Why not an Olympics hosted 
in Kabul? Wherefore goes Mc¬ 
Donald’s, PepsiCo, and Starbucks, 
thereafter follow sponsored ath¬ 


letes and Olympic Torches 
(whoops, it just went through 
Northern Ohio! So sorry I missed 
seeing all those couch potatoes 
jogging in 16-degree tempera¬ 
tures). 

Waiting for goato 

Estimating my inability to re¬ 
port gay sports events from be¬ 
yond the grave, I’ll simply apply 
my slightly prescient capabilities 
and predict a Gay Games in Cen¬ 
tral Asia in say, 2030-something.

Puckett 
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he didn’t want to risk a life sen¬ 
tence. With good behavior in 
county jail, Puckett’s one-year jail 
term will be reduced to eight 
months. 

“I don’t even care anymore,” 
Puckett wrote in correspondence 
with the B.A.R. after agreeing to 
the deal. “The people running the 
system are more corrupt than 
most of the people in it. 

“One of the main reasons I 
took the deal is because I have 
seen so many people in the same 
situation and they didn’t take the 
deal and wound up with a life sen¬ 
tence.” 

Puckett already has two strikes 
on his record. Under the three- 
strikes law, any subsequent felony 
conviction would result in a life 
term. 

The assistant Fresno County 
district attorney who handled the 
case, Ziporah Underhill, said she 
wasn’t aware that the inmate 
Puckett punched was drunk, but 
she declined further comment on 
the case. 

“I can’t talk to you about these 
cases,” Underhill said. “All that I 
can tell you is that we plead cases 
for a lot of different reasons. 

“He punched a guy and we 
pleaded it out,” she added. 

Puckett’s public defense attor¬ 
ney, Manuel Nieto, told the B.A.R. 
that he handled a lot of cases on 
December 17 and didn’t recall the 
details of the Puckett case except 
that he “pleaded it to a lesser 
charge of misdemeanor assault or 
battery.” 

Pleasant Valley State Prison 
spokesman, Lieutenant Paul 
Sanchez, told the B.A.R. that an 
independent prison investigation 
resulted in Puckett losing 180 days 


in good time credits, meaning that 
his parole eligibility would be ex¬ 
tended by 180 days. Puckett said 
he is appealing the prison’s deci¬ 
sion. Before the incident, Puckett 
was eligible for parole in 2008. His 
county jail term and loss of good 
time credits will delay his parole 
until late 2009, when he is 29. 

Puckett was convicted of invol¬ 
untary manslaughter in 1998 for 
beating 29-year-old Vitaly Poli¬ 
akov to death with a cider bottle. 
Puckett said he’s heterosexual and 
killed Poliakov in self-defense to 
fend off a sexual assault. As part of 
a plea-bargain, he was also con¬ 
victed of first-degree burglary for 
breaking into a home near the 
homicide scene. 

Weeks before the killing, Puck¬ 
ett posed for the cover of the gay 
male youth glossy, XY. By the time 
the magazine hit the stands in late 
1997, Puckett was already in jail 
charged with Poliakov’s murder. 

1998 trial 

Puckett’s murder trial in Con¬ 
tra Costa County Superior Court 
began in June 1998 but the case 
ended in a mistrial after prosecu¬ 
tors played for jurors an inadmis¬ 
sible portion of Puckett’s video¬ 
taped police confession. 

Prosecutors agreed to a plea- 
bargain after hearing that the ma¬ 
jority of jurors were on Puckett’s 
side even though they heard most 
of the prosecution’s case and none 
of the defense’s side. One of the 
jurors told the B.A.R. that she felt 
sorry that Puckett already had to 
spend so much time in jail. Sever¬ 
al of the female jurors remarked 
how handsome Puckett was. 

Going into the murder case, 
Puckett already had a strike on his 
record for his involvement in the 
1996 robbery of a 7-Eleven store 
in his hometown of Atascadero, 
about halfway between San Fran¬ 


cisco and Los Angeles. Puckett ran 
into the store to grab some beer 
while his accomplice held a knife 
to the store clerk’s throat. Al¬ 
though badly shaken by the inci¬ 
dent, the clerk was unhurt. Puck¬ 
ett claimed that he didn’t know 
that his partner would use a knife. 

Puckett was just 16 at the time 
of the 7-Eleven robbery but he 
was treated as an adult and given a 
strike and a county prison term 
because of his extensive juvenile 
criminal history. Soon after Puck¬ 
ett was released from jail in the 
spring of 1997, he came to San 
Francisco where he worked three 
jobs in the Castro, including the 
now-defunct Pozole Restaurant. 
He also marched in the 1997 Pride 
Parade with a group from Pozole, 
which was well-known in the Cas¬ 
tro for its handsome waiters. 

The summer of 1997 appeared 
to be the turning point in Puckett’s 
life. He said his favorite song at the 
time was “Everything,” by Sarah 
Washington, popular in the gay 
dance clubs Puckett frequented 
with the “Pozole boys” that sum¬ 
mer. Like the words to the song, 
for the first time in his life he had 
everything he needed. He had em¬ 
ployment, friends, a place to live, 
and a good future. By all accounts, 
he was on the verge of what could 
have been a very successful inter¬ 
national modeling career. 

But everything began to fade 
late that summer. Puckett eventu¬ 
ally lost all three jobs and with the 
Poliakov killing over the 1997 
Labor Day weekend, everything 
was gone. 

Poliakov’s friends were sharply 
critical of Puckett’s “gay panic” 
defense and plea-bargain deal 
that characterized Poliakov’s 
killing as “involuntary 
manslaughter.” They argued that 
he deserved much more prison 
time for taking a life. Y 
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Schools required to house Boy Scout troops

L ast month the U.S. Senate 
passed a sweeping new edu¬ 
cation bill that will strip fed¬ 
eral funding from schools that do 
not offer facilities to Boy Scout 
troops because of the organiza¬ 
tion’s policy banning gay scout 
leaders. 

The president is expected to 
sign the bill in early January. 

The bill - passed by the Senate 
on December 18 - became a bat¬ 
tleground in Congress as anti-gay 
activists, led by Senator Jesse 
Helms (R-North Carolina), tried 


to load it with provisions sup¬ 
porting anti-gay groups, such as 
the Boy Scouts. Anti-gay interests 
also tried to reduce funding for 
existing programs to eliminate 
hate crimes and attempted to 
make it more difficult for children 
to get services aimed at helping 
them with coming out and sex-re¬ 
lated health issues. 

The bill’s final language con¬ 
tains a much narrower version of 
an amendment proposed by 
Helms last July which might have 
cut funding if districts chose not 
to directly sponsor Boy Scout 
troops. The language could have 
been interpreted to require finan¬

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sition, Koretz has vowed to carry 
the bill as long as he is in office. 
Migden and other legislators have 
voiced support for the bill, but also 
have tempered expectations for it. 

“She is supportive of that bill. 
She is a co-author. But there are tim¬ 
ing issues,” Alan LoFaso, Migden’s 
chief of staff, told the B.A.R. 

Another two-year bill is Gold¬ 
berg’s gender non-discrimination 
bill, AB1649, which can be taken 
up for a Senate floor vote this year. 
The bill already passed in the As¬ 
sembly and can be voted on as late 
as August. 

It is more likely that the state 
will simply enforce the bill’s lan¬ 
guage administratively. CAPE, the 
Employment Law Center, Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission, and 
other advocates, in partnership 
with the offices of Goldberg and 
Kuehl, are working with the state’s 
Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing in crafting adminis¬ 
trative procedures enforcing the 
prohibition on gender-based dis¬ 
crimination. Strengthening their 
position are supportive case law 
and other provisions of the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. 

Legal wins expected in 2002 


are a technical clean-up bill of 
AB25 and a bill recognizing sec¬ 
ond-parent adoptions. Due to a 
judicial ruling in 2001 that 
deemed state law did not recog¬ 
nize such a procedure, lawmakers 
immediately began crafting legis¬ 
lation to support those adoptions 
already processed. Combining the 
efforts of several lawmakers, in¬ 
cluding state Senator John Burton 
(D-San Francisco), Kuehl is carry¬ 
ing the bill. As of January 1, same- 
sex couples that have children can 
use step-parent adoption proce¬ 
dures recognized under AB25 to 
adopt their partner’s children. 

“We are cautiously optimistic 
given this has been a policy for the 
last 15 years. There have been thou¬ 
sands of adoptions that were grant¬ 
ed by the courts,” said Astacaan. 

Other bills will be introduced 
on January 7. Migden has stated 
her support for increasing the 
state’s vehicle registration fees to 
help cover budget shortfalls. It 
could generate $3.8 million of 
revenue for the state. 

“Certainly AIDS programs are 
worried about funding cuts, not 
to mention other social service 
programs,” said LoFaso. 

According to LoFaso, Migden 
will introduce a public power bill 
and wants to focus on homeless¬ 
ness. 

“It is going to be a much 
lighter year than last year was,” he 
said. T

Shawn O’Hearn called to tell 
me that he, too, will be running 
(again) for Mark Leno’s 8th su¬ 
pervisorial seat in November. 
Leno is running for the 13th As¬ 
sembly District seat. 

Meanwhile, the final list of 
those running in March for seats 
on the San Francisco Democratic 
County Central Committee 
reached a whopping 43 candidates 
in the 13th District and 28 candi¬ 
dates running in the 12th District. 
Twelve will be elected from each 
district on March 5. 

In related news, the Democratic 
County Central Committee last 
week endorsed Public Defender 
Kimiko Burton over her chal¬ 
lenger, Jeff Adachi in the March 
election, and, in somewhat of a sur¬ 
prise, endorsed challenger Mabel 
Teng, a former supervisor, for as¬ 
sessor over incumbent Doris Ward.

cial and other support of the 
Scouts in addition to providing 
access to school property. 

“What the Helms amendment 
sought to do is intimidate school 
officials into continuing to offer 
the Boy Scouts special privileges 
even if the youth group’s discrim¬ 
inatory policy conflicts with a 
community’s values and stan¬ 
dards,” said the Human Rights 
Campaign’s Christopher Labonte. 

If the Helms amendment had 
become law, states and municipal¬ 
ities, such as San Francisco, which 
have ordinances prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation, would have been re¬ 
quired to break their own anti- 
discrimination laws in order to 
qualify for the federal funding. 

Some LGBT advocates fear that 
including any language that sug¬ 
gests federal approval of the Boy 
Scouts and other groups that dis¬ 
criminate against gays and lesbians 
will intimidate school administra¬ 
tors into supporting such groups. 

The compromise language 
adopted last month was worked 
out in a joint House-Senate con¬ 
ference committee. It disappoint¬ 
ed lesbian and gay rights activists, 
but is expected to have little im¬ 
mediate effect. Schools are already 
required by existing case law sur¬ 
rounding First Amendment pro¬ 
tections to provide equal access to 
school facilities for all sorts of or¬ 
ganizations, including gay- 
straight alliances. 

Senators Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts) and Barbara Boxer 
(D-California) led Senate opposi¬ 
tion to the Helms amendment. 

Local voices also cried out 


against it. San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno introduced a mea¬ 
sure here that called on Congress 
to remove the language. 

The senators worked with the 
Washington-based HRC on the 
compromise measure. 

“We’re not happy about it be¬ 
cause it is unconscionable, but we 
were able to mitigate its damaging 
effect,” said David Smith, HRC’s 
communications director. 

HRC’s political director, Win¬ 
nie Stachelberg, added, “The pro¬ 
vision now applies to the Boy 
Scouts and other youth groups 
whose membership or leadership 
criteria is based on a number of is¬ 
sues. It is no longer sexual orien¬ 
tation-specific.” 

The bill is significant because it 
provides $26.5 billion for prima¬ 
ry education in the 2002 budget 
year, about $8 billion more than 
last year and $4 billion more than 
President Bush had requested. It 
was the centerpiece of the presi¬ 
dent’s pre-September 11 legisla¬ 
tive agenda. 

Among many other provisions, 
it requires standardized testing of 
students and rating of schools. It 
also mandates penalties for 
schools that score badly, and so 
gives the federal government 
much greater involvement in local 
school district affairs. 

The bill finally did continue 
funding for the anti-hate crime 
programs established in the 1994 
Elementary and Secondary Edu¬ 
cation Act. But those provisions 
were included only after a long 
battle with anti-gay groups who 
argued that the programs under¬ 
mine their religious beliefs by 


teaching tolerance for differing 
sexual orientations. 

The bill now also contains pro¬ 
visions to protect access to school- 
based health care for LGBT stu¬ 
dents. Another early amendment 
to the bill by Representatives Todd 
Tiahrt (R-Kansas), and Lindsey 
Graham (R-South Carolina), 
would have required parental con¬ 
sent for a minor to receive health 
care services at school. This would 
have included services such as 
counseling and sexually transmit¬ 
ted disease testing. Because some¬ 
times, in the case of lesbian and 
gay students, open family com¬ 
munication is not possible, the 
amendment would have limited 
their access to these services. 

This language was eventually 
watered down in the conference 
committee. The parental consent 
requirement was replaced with a 
version that permits parents to 
opt their children out of some 
programs designed purely for data 
collection. 

During the debate about the 
Boy Scout amendment, Helms said 
on the Senate floor that “radical 
militants” were trying to ban the 
Boy Scouts from campuses. He also 
said gay activists “demand that 
everybody else’s principles must be 
cast aside in order to protect the 
right of homosexual conduct.” 

Helms announced his retire¬ 
ment from the Senate last August, 
to be effective in 2003. 

“It is our sincere hope that the 
retirement of Senator Helms 
marks the end of an era of anti¬ 
gay activism in the Senate,” said 
Stachelberg. “Senator Helms will 
not be missed.” T

O ut There spent Yuletime 
freezing our temperate- 
zone tushies off in Den¬ 
mark and Sweden with some 
very charming Scandinavians and 
a group of writers and editors 
from the American gay press. We 
were at the Christmas table in 
Stockholm when LGNY publisher 
Troy Masters received his gay 
press Nobel Prize for sheer fockin’ 
loveliness. His prize ceramic heart 
read, “ God Jul,” apparently 
Swedish for Merry Xmas. Ten¬ 


nessee-bred Masters pronounced 
it “Gawd, j’all,” a bit of Southern 
cheer for a very Northern clime. 

Didn’t make it to the famous 
Ice Hotel near the Arctic Circle, 
but we did visit an ice bar in 
Stockholm run by the same man¬ 
agement. Our party donned 
parkas and mittens, and stepped 
into a room that doubled as a 
freezer where we all quaffed frosty 
shots of vodka served up in glass¬ 
es of ice. The whole experience fi¬ 
nally provided an answer to that 
age-old question, How many 
queens can you fit into the deep¬ 
freeze? Expect to read variations 
on the same joke in Mandate, the 


Advocate, Out, and other gay 
mags across the country. Every¬ 
body thought it hilarious because 
those were some strong snorts of 
schnapps. But jokin’ around with 
other homos at nine below is part 
of our beat, and that’s Celsius, 
baby! 

Some great Danes 

It’s high praise in Denmark to 
call a place cozy, which may be 
why the oldest gay bar in Copen¬ 
hagen is called the Cosy Bar, 
which gets going way late. That’s 
also when the leather and motor¬ 
cycle set shows up at the Men’s 
Bar, and both places are close to 
0rsteds Park, a famed cruising 
ground where philanthropists 
stock the birdhouses with a handy 
supply of condoms. 

At dinner in the gay-owned 
cafe/restaurant Kelleren we met 
producer/director Albert Wich- 
mann, who told us what it was 
like to appear in a film by Dogma 
director Lars von Trier, The Id¬ 
iots. There was only one take, and 
it was make or break. We also 
tripped the light fantastic at the 
multistory warehouse-turned- 
disco Pan and brand-new 
bar/cafes Heaven and Oscar, 
named for British wit Oscar 
Wilde, who famously 
said, “The only thing I 
can’t resist is tempta¬ 
tion.” 

Later, a contingent 
of the more risque sort 
from our little group 
found our way to the 
Amigo sauna, 
where randy gay 
scribes could strip 
down to crisp white 
towels and loll around on black 
leather sofas. As expected, the fa¬ 
cilities were hygienic to Scandina¬ 
vian standards, rubbers were 
readily available, and there was a 
run on lube. 

Lunched with Copenhagen 
Gay & Lesbian Film Festival di¬ 
rector Simon Verheij at Restau¬ 
rant Suit (it means hunger, but 
not to worry) in The Danish 
Film Institute. The charming 
film maven is the only Dane we 
met who not only married his 
same-sex partner (it’s legal in 
Denmark; in Sweden, too) but di¬ 
vorced ’im, too! 

At the Louisiana Museum for 
moderne kunst, fabulously set in 
the landscape just outside Copen¬ 
hagen, a nice showing of the 


works of artist David Hockney, 
1960-2000, includes homoerotic 
domestic scenes like “Two Men in 
a Shower” (1963), and 
nude boys in Hockney’s 
trademark swimming 
pools but, refresh¬ 
ingly, no Puritan- 
style warning labels 
for children, such as 
those found in Ameri¬ 
ca. We watched two 
teenage boys on a 
school trip puzzle 
out the meaning 
of the name in 
“The Room, 
Tarzana” (1967), a painting we re¬ 
produce for you here. Works from 
diverse periods of the artist’s ca¬ 
reer include the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art’s only Hockney, a 
stark blue Mount Fuji and Flowers 
from 1972, notable for its singu¬ 
larity in the artist’s oeuvre. 

Grand capital 

We were only kidding about 
those prizes in gay journalism, 
which the Nobel Committee still 
hasn’t got around to. But when in 
Stockholm, we did get to stay at 
the supreme Grand Hotel, where 
the Prize Laureates are put up (the 
ceremony and ball are held in City 
Hall.) We asked to bunk in 2001 
Literature Laureate V.S. Naip ill’s 
recent digs, but to no avail. 
Couldn’t complain about the view 
of the Royal Palace from break¬ 
fast on the Veranda, or the ultra¬ 
luxe accommodations. 


ously, some editors found the 
svelte Swedish gentleman sitting 
in front of us working on a chaw 
of tobaccy more fascinating than 
the concert itself. Its venue, the 
Globe Arena, is the largest spher¬ 
ical building in the world. 

Continental hissy fits 

Of course, it’s always fun to 
watch the European personality at 
play. While gay pressies consorted 
and grooved together, over at the 
European Union summit in 
Laecken, Belgium, leaders were 
bickering about where the Euro¬ 
pean food safety agency is going 
to be. This year’s model EU Pres¬ 
ident, Belgian Prime Minister 
Guy Verhofstadt, proposed 
awarding it to Finland, an idea 
which got hot-headed Italian 
Prime Minister Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni all up in a lather, saying, 
“The Finns don’t even know what 
prosciutto is! I cannot accept 
this.” 

This prompted Swedish Prime 
Minister Goran Persson to muse 
that “It’s strange that the IT [in¬ 
formation technology] agency 
should go to Spain.” It was left to 
German Prime Minister Gerhard 
Schroeder to try to handle the 
Italian temper: “I love Parma, but 
you’ll never get it if you argue like 
that.” T

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The Swedish tabloid life 


Gays in the Scandinavian press

|J esbian and gay American 
travelers to Sweden will find 
mM much to admire. Sweden 
leads the global pack in terms of 
state recognition of same-sex sex¬ 
uality. While not the first nation 
to establish marriage-like part¬ 
nership rights for same-sex cou¬ 
ples — that claim goes to Den¬ 
mark — the Swedish government 
has established marriage-proxi¬ 
mate rights for same-sex couples 
just about as close to heterosexu¬ 
al marriage as they come. 

Advantages on the level of the 
state are not the same thing as 
dense queer cultural infrastruc¬ 
ture, as many gay and lesbian 
Swedes will tell you. Though a vi¬ 
brant nightlife exists in Stock¬ 
holm, the city does not sport the 
saturation of lesbian and gay bars 
and queer cultural spaces tKat one 
finds in many other major Euro¬ 
pean or American cities. In terms 
of coverage of lesbian and gay 
celebrities, however, Swedish 
tabloid magazines are ahead of 
the rest. 

The Swedish tabloid magazine 
media makes virtually no distinc¬ 
tion between straight and gay 
celebrities, trumpeting the dra¬ 
mas and tribulations of both. 
These magazines take an active 
role in publicizing gay celebrities 
— not as closet cases, and not as 
sensationalized perverts, but as 
stars stirring up the same degree 
of fascination as their heterosex¬ 
ual counterparts. Notably, it is 
largely as couples that these stars 
become recognized as “gay” in the 
first place. 

The tabloid gossip magazine 
media in Sweden is strikingly na¬ 
tional. Its focus is on the stable of 
royal family members, television 


presenters, pop stars, 
athletes, actors and 
reality show contes¬ 
tants who have at¬ 
tained celebrity 
first and foremost 
in a local, national 
frame. American 
and other inter¬ 
national stars are 
not part of this 
milieu, and are 
accordingly rele¬ 
gated to sec¬ 
ondary cover¬ 
age. These mag¬ 
azines have no 
direct parallel 
in the United 
States. They 
are perhaps best described as a 
middle ground between the 
American People and a British 
magazine like Hello. 

In Sweden’s celebrity tabloid 
weekly Se och Hor (See and Hear), 
several same-sex celebrity couples 
are covered regularly. In one ex¬ 
ample earlier this year, as the 
Swedish parliament was debating 
the extension of adoption rights 
to same-sex couples, Se och Hor 
ran an article on four high-profile 
same-sex couples: singer Eva 
Dahlgren and her lover, 
singer/jeweler Efva Attling; televi¬ 
sion presenter Pekka Heino and 
his partner, Erik Kristensen; 
singer Christer Bjorkman and his 
lover, musical-theater actor Mar¬ 
tin Kagemark; and actor/writer 
Jonas Gardells and his partner, 
television presenter Mark Leven- 
good. These articles and others 
like them replicate fully the pruri¬ 
ent interests of the celebrity-mag¬ 
azine genre. They also acknowl¬ 
edge the force of homophobia 
and the prior presence of the clos¬ 
et in the lives of these celebrities.

Comeback girl 

Cher is 'Living Proof'

R ock’s self-proclaimed 
Lazarus is back, this time as 
a blonde, trip-hopping her 
way through another collection of 
vocoder delights. Already charting 
on European pop and dance lists, 
Cher’s Living Proof is currently 
available as an import, with the 
US release scheduled for March. 

Returning with what she refers 
to as her “Son of Believe” album, 
Cher had this to say in an inter¬ 
view last year: “It’s the best mate¬ 
rial I’ve ever gotten. I have to kind 
of pinch myself to wonder how I 
got all these great songs.” The pro¬ 
duction team includes the Believe 
team of Paul Barry and Mark Tay¬ 
lor, Norwegian producers Star- 
Gate, trance artist Chicane, 
Madonna collaborator Rick 
Nowles, and Cher-startdby Diane 
Warren. 

Living Proof has Cher back on 
the dance floor. There should be 
something ridiculous about a 
55-year-old superstar playing the 
role of a lovesick, love-lost, love- 
starved club diva, but Miss Cher 
pulls it off — collagened lips, 
tri-color wigs, air-brushed photos 
and all. After four decades in the 
music business, she sounds fresh¬ 
er and more beguiling than ever. 


Local DJs are already spinning 
the first Euro maxi-single “The 
Music’s No Good Without You,” 
with its echo-laden irresistible 
rhythms. Cher previews her first 
American single, “A Song for the 
Lonely,” at the American Music 
Awards on January 9. This full- 
throttled power-pop tune with 
blasting guitars might very well 
turn into a post-9/11 anthem: 

“When you’re standing on the 
edge of nowhere/ There’s only one 
way up, so your heart’s got to go 
there./ Through the darkest night/ 
See the lights shine bright/ When 
heroes fall in love or war, they live 
forever.” 

Other highlights include an 
up-tempo house track, “Alive 
Again”; a funky, Ricky Martin- 
esque ditty, “Body to Body, Heart 
to Heart”; and a meditative ballad, 
“You Take It All.” 

Zip zap 

The best cut is Cher’s 
over-the-top, completely fabulous 
cover of Elton John’s “When the 
Money’s Gone.” This rock-techno 
track zips along breathlessly as 
verses and choruses cascade and 
collide into one another. 

Expect to see a lot of Cher in 
the coming months. No one is as 
ubiquitous in self-promotion. 
Hippie folk-rocker, television co-

median, Vegas shtick, award-win¬ 
ning actress, and infomercial 
queen — she keeps coming at us, 
singing in every incarnation. Last 
month she told The London Mail, 
“Tina Turner and I are the only 
girls left in pop. There are other 
older women such as Joni 
Mitchell left, but they don’t make 
the charts, and that’s what sepa¬ 
rates the men from the boys.” 

Once promotional activities 
die down for Living Proof Cher is 
scheduled to begin two films: 
Mame for ABC television, and a 
script she has optioned for over 
two decades, a musical adaptation 
of The Enchanted Cottage. The 
original 1945 version had 
Dorothy McGuire and Robert 
Young playing two disfigured mis¬ 
fits who meet and fall in love. 
Current plans have Brendan Fras¬ 
er co-starring, with Cher also di¬ 
recting. ▼ 


emerged as 
the media’s 
darling cou¬ 
ple, and have graced magazine 
covers and led magazine stories 
countless times. Recently, their 
status as gay male public celebrity 
couple #1 has been challenged. 
Enter Magnus Carlsson of the 
schlocky band Barbados, and his 
lover, Andreas Lundstedt of the 
slightly less schlocky disco forma¬ 
tion Alcazar. Appearing side by 
side on a recent cover of Hant 
Extra (Event Extra), Magnus and 
Carlsson are several years younger 
than the prior crop of gay-cou¬ 
pled celebrities. They may well be 
primed to steal the spotlight. 

The impulse to celebrate 
same-sex celebrity couples can be 
found in tabloid magazines in 
neighboring countries as well. 
This past November in the Nor¬ 
wegian Se og Hor, a two-page 
spread detailed a romance be¬ 
tween Morten Hammarstrom and 
Ronny Edvardsen, two male con¬ 
testants who met on the reality 
show Farmen (The Farm). In ad¬ 
dition to photos of the couple gal¬ 
livanting around the Canary Is¬ 
lands in matching swimsuits, 


celebrities 
outside of 
their very sta¬ 
tus as celebri¬ 
ties, no closets 
torn open or 
side-stepped, no 
blanketing of 
love lives. What 
is unusual about 
these profiles and 
others in the 
Swedish (and 
more generally 
Scandinavian) tabloid media is 
their normalization of gay and 
lesbian celebrities for their read¬ 
erships. The market for such ma¬ 
terial is largely comprised of mid¬ 
dle-aged women. These celebrity 
magazines are not concerned with 
the political end of “positively” 
representing same-sex couples, as 
some magazines of opinion or 
politics might be, yet they manage 
to do precisely that in their bid to 
detail celebrity lives. ▼

Transsexual ' Princesa' works the streets of Milan

W% rincesa is one of those little 
jkP foreign films that takes a 
i relatively obscure topic and 
places it front and center for our 
consideration. Writer/director 
Henrique Goldman explores, 
through the eyes of the film’s 
main character, Princesa, the mi¬ 
lieu of transsexual prostitutes who 
work the streets of Milan. To his 
credit, Goldman has the courage 
and wisdom to cast male-to-fe- 
male (MTF) transsexuals, and 
transvestites, in the film’s major 
roles. 

Princesa (Ingrid de Souza) is a 
Brazilian pre-op transsexual 
whose real name is Fernando. She 
arrives in Milan by train, but even 
before she is admitted to the 
country, she gets hauled into the 
customs office, where she is forced 
to service the Italian immigration 
officer. Taking up residence with 
Charlo (Johnny Guimares), a 
Brazilian transvestite prostitute, 
Princesa starts working the streets 
under the watchful eye of her 
transsexual pimp, Karin (Lulu 
Pecorari). Princesa’s ostensible 
goal is to save enough money for 
her final operation. But one of her 
tricks, Gianni (Cesare Bocci), 
evolves into a real live-in 
boyfriend, and Princesa must 
soon confront a series of life 
choices that leave her in a dilem¬ 
ma. 

Goldman’s script, co-written 
with Ellis Freeman, provides a 
rich fabric of trash and flash for 
the film’s actors. The supporting 
cast is particularly effective, espe¬ 


cially Lulu Pecorari as the 
tough-as-nails MTF pimp, and 
Johnny Guimares as the abrasive, 
flamboyant, drugged-out trans¬ 
vestite hooker. Cesare Bocci 
charms with his portrait of Gian¬ 
ni, a man victimized by his gen¬ 
uine love for the rather confused 
Princesa. In the title role, Ingrid 
de Souza is visually arresting but 
dramatically lacking, de Souza 
gives us a Princesa with only two 


emotional states: sullen or de¬ 
pressed. The vagaries of the script, 
combined with de Souza’s failure 
to articulate the complexities of 
her character, force the audience 
to infer a great deal about Prince¬ 
sa’s ultimate choice. 

Costume designer Nivea Sibul- 
ka gives her prostitutes a 
wardrobe to die for, and compos¬ 
er Giovanni Venosta provides the 
film with a wonderfully soft jazz 


score that nicely fuses this Brazil- 
ian/Italian culture clash. Although 
Princesa hits a few dissonant 
notes, it remains an arresting film, 
distinguished by innovative cast¬ 
ing and a sincere approach to its 
subject matter. T

Afghan journey 

' Kandahar' opens in SF

lthough she’s in practically 
Jfjg every scene, we don’t actual- 
mm ly get to see a lot of Nelofer 
Pazira in a new Iranian film that, 
had it been made in the 1940s, 
would surely have been dubbed 
The Road to Kandahar. Like the 
seven Bob Hope/Bing Crosby ve¬ 
hicles it so oddly resembles, Kan¬ 
dahar, from Iranian director 
Mohsen Makhmalbaf, is an ever- 
so-loosely-stitched-together trav¬ 
elogue that contains a remarkable 
number of fairly corny gags con¬ 
sidering its subject matter — the 
pilgrimage of a young Afghan- 
born woman (transplanted to 
Canada with her refugee family 
while in her teens) to save her 
younger sister, who has become 
suicidal following a land-mine ac¬ 
cident while having to endure the 
Taliban reign of terror. 

Nafas (Pazira’s screen name, 
which is also the Afghan word for 
respiration) hides her not-incon- 
siderable beauty under a burka 
(the head-to-toe garment with a 
little peephole corresponding to 
the visor in a suit of armor) as she 
spends her every waking moment 
and quite a few dollars trying to 
persuade various Afghan males to 
sneak her safely across the Iranian 
border hundreds of miles inland 
to Kandahar. In the course of her 
journey, Nafas keeps a tape- 
recorded diary (in English, 
demonstrating just how much of 


a stranger in a truly strange land 
she has become), composing a 
monologue of her impressions, as 
well as a sampling of the wisdom 
she collects from passing strangers 
— all in an attempt to convince 
her sister that even a most terrible 
life is worth preserving. All the 
more remarkable is the fact that 
the story is loosely based on 
events that occurred to Pazira. 

After the caravan she’s travel¬ 
ing with is waylaid by bandits, 
Nafas stumbles upon a truly re¬ 
markable character, Tabib Sahid 
(Hassan Tantai), a young African- 
American who, like Nafas, is hid¬ 
ing his Western identity under the 
“male burka” of a glue-on beard. 
Sahid is performing the role of 
doctor, having discovered that his 
knowledge of high-school science 
is a rare gift in a land where many 
are dying from the most basic 
kind of medical and nutritional 
neglect. The scene in which Sahid 
diagnoses Nafas’ rundown condi¬ 
tion while observing her fully 
dressed, with the aid of a small 
boy as an interpreter, is a poignant 
example of the plight of a country 
that has, in the director’s words, 
“been vaccinated against modern 
civilization.” 

Body shop 

In conversations to publicize 
his film, director Mohsen 
Makhmalbaf comes across as a 
passionate if not angry man, but 
his skill as a filmmaker allows the 
use of the most absurd humor to 


make a point when rage might fail 
to convince. “Doctor” Sahid at¬ 
tempts to get Nafas across the 
border by taking her to a remote 
hospital staffed by the Interna¬ 
tional Red Cross. The facility 
turns out to be a kind of human 
“body shop” where landmine vic¬ 
tims wait for artificial limbs. 
There has developed a kind of 
black market in replacement legs 
and arms, and the nurses play 
good cop/bad cop to determine 
whose legless old mother might 
really exist. 

Kandahar reaches its most 
sublime moment when Nafas, 
having convinced the most 
crooked of the black-market leg- 
dealers to take her the rest of the 
way, runs afoul of a large wedding 


party. Since even men with miss¬ 
ing limbs are subject to arrest and 
execution, Nafas and her new 
“husband” try to pass themselves 
off as “cousins of the bride.” Sud¬ 
denly the burka, an instrument of 
a truly ancient oppression, be¬ 
comes a piece of drag, sheltering 
one it previously suffocated, and 
threatening ruinous exposure to 
another. Kandahar’s story ends in 
a bit of magic realism both touch¬ 
ing and funny, while in the real- 
life city of the same name, girls are 
for the first time in seven years re¬ 
turning to school, learning, as 
Nafas does, to breathe freely 
again. T

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A hard-knock life off-stage 

Actress Mariette Hartley brings ' Copenhagen' to San Francisco

M| Jl ariette Hartley’s resume 
iWl includes pitchman, actor, 
TV host, author, and sur¬ 
vivor. But it is that final category 
for which she seems most proud, 
even as her acting career has taken 
her to the toughest role she has yet 
tackled. 

Hartley is one of the three stars 
of Copenhagen, Michael Frayn’s 
brainy dramaihat arrives Jan. 8 at 
the Curran Theatre, following 
critically acclaimed runs in New 
York and London. It is the conjec¬ 
tured story behind the real-life 
meeting of two scientists who 
helped decide whether the United 
States or Germany would build 
the first atomic bomb. 

Hartley plays Margrethe, the 
wife of Danish scientist Neils Bohr, 
who helps decipher the signifi¬ 
cance of former colleague Werner 
Heisenberg’s unwelcome visit from 
Germany after the start of World 
War II. The three are alone on 
stage without scenery or props as 
they recreate the meeting from a 
limbo long after their deaths. 

“It’s not like any role I’ve ever 
played before,” said the 61-year- 
old actress. “Even when I did Sis¬ 
ters Rosensweig, which is a pretty 
large part, I wasn’t as exhausted as 
I am now. The focus needed in 
this play is so profound that by 
Monday, I need a massage and 
acupuncture just to get my neck 
unbound.” 

Hartley was speaking from her 
home in Los Angeles,, which con¬ 
veniently is the first stop on the 
play’s national tour. “When I 
heard I got the role,” she said, “I 


burst into tears, because I didn’t 
want to do a tour — especially in 
the middle of winter. My God, 
we’ll be in Chicago right after 
we’re with you.” 

Apart from the stress of the 
role and a winter tour, Hartley is 
finding rewards in playing the role 
with which the audience can most 
identify. “I love playing Mar¬ 
grethe,” she said. “She represents 
the observer. And more impor¬ 
tantly to me, she represents the 
maternal voice who cuts through 
the role-colored glasses of these 
two geniuses who are working on 
creating bombs. I think she and I 
have met at exactly the right time 
in my life.” 

Much of that life was frankly 
detailed in Hartley’s 1990 autobi¬ 
ography, Breaking the Silence, in 
which she discussed her father’s 
suicide, as well as her mother’s at¬ 
tempted suicide, depression, and 
heavy drinking. 

“When my dad died,” Hartley 
said, “I had no idea where it was 
going to lead me. I just wanted to 
die, too. And when a group of sui¬ 
cide experts and psychiatrists and 
survivors came to my apartment 
in 1987 and talked about creating 
a foundation for suicide preven¬ 
tion, I realized that this act could 
have enormous power.” 

Hard to define 

Hartley also discussed her own 
alcoholism, suicidal thoughts, 
sexual adventurism, an early mar¬ 
riage to an abusive husband, and 
the contentment she finally found 
with a second husband, their chil¬ 
dren, and a hard-to-define career. 
But, unfortunately, another chap¬ 
ter is now needed. 


After more than 20 years of 
marriage, husband Patrick 
Boyriven opted out, and a strick¬ 
en Hartley fell into a deep depres¬ 
sion in the mid-’90s. “It was real¬ 
ly hard,” she said. “1 was so mar¬ 
ried for so many years that it’s 
been a huge adjustment for me.” 

Hartley was eventually diag¬ 


nosed as mildly bi-polar, and has 
become an outspoken advocate 
for the pharmaceutical treatment 
of depression. “I believe that any¬ 
thing that could lead to a loss of 
life or just loss of quality of life is 
not always necessary, because now 
there are so many medications 
available,” she said. “I’ve become 


very visible about that.” 

She is thinking about writing 
another book, and is actively 
working on a one-woman show 
that will chronicle her journeys 
through these emotional thickets. 
“I hope to fill it with comedy and 
instantaneous drama,” she said, 
“which has kind of been what my 
life has been like.” 

Her career began auspiciously 
in 1962 with Sam Peckinpah’s Ride 
the High Country, but it really took 
off thanks to the affectionate ban¬ 
tering between her and James Gar¬ 
ner in a long-running series of 
commercials for Polaroid. From 
this came numerous television ap¬ 
pearances, including an Emmy- 
winning performance in The In¬ 
credible Hulk, and such issue-ori¬ 
ented TV movies as Silence of the 
Heart and MADD: The Candy 
Lightner Story. Amidst all of this, 
she also spent a season hosting 
The CBS Morning Program. 

“But I’ve never given up the 
theater,” Hartley said, “and I do 
believe that you have to have 
chops to do theater. I’ve been 
doing nothing but theater basical¬ 
ly for the last seven years. I really 
recommitted to it.” 

She’s also been recommitting 
to the possibility of romance. “I’m 
dating again, which is one of the 
funniest experiences I’ve ever had 
in my whole life,” Hartley said. 
“But there’s no one special. I trav¬ 
el with my cat. Thank God for my 
cat.” ▼

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Man-to-manservant in a country manor 


'Gosford Park' excites

V he anticipation that used to 

1 accompany the release of an 
1 Altman film is back with the 
current release of Gosford Park, 
the maverick director’s twist on a 
whodunit set in an English coun¬ 
try manor. Many of the fans who 
wandered away during such self- 
indulgent disasters as Ready to 
Wear (1994) and Kansas City 
(1996) will lick their wounds and 
forgive the director this time 
around. 

It is 1932, and well over a 
dozen aristocrats gather for a 
stuffy old shooting party at the 
fabulous country estate of Sir 
William McCordle (Michael 
Gambon) and Lady Sylvia 
(Kristin Scott Thomas). With 
them comes an entourage of ser¬ 
vants, who are addressed below 
stairs by the surnames of their 
employers. The parallel lives of 
these two sets of characters will 
inevitably draw comparisons to 
the long-running PBS television 
series Upstairs, Downstairs, but 
here there is a biting cynicism that 
lets us know that scruples are not 
in abundant supply on either level 
of the house. The yummy Ryan 
Phillippe plays a bisexual servant 
who sneaks into the rooms of 
anyone who notices his gorgeous¬ 
ness, both male and female. 

It is a great pleasure to observe 
the caliber of actor that Altman 
can command, with such power¬ 
house British players as Alan Bates, 
Helen Mirren, Eileen Atkins, and 
Emily Watson reining themselves 
in to play starched servants. There 
are, in fact, so many stars onscreen 
that spotting them becomes down¬ 
right distracting. “Oh yes, Derek 
Jacobi is in this, too!” 

Leading the parade of insuffer¬ 
ably complaining aristocrats is 
Maggie Smith, who chews up the 


scenery as the Countess of Trent- 
ham, and displays the unsettling 
tendency of the entitled to com¬ 
plain about each other to their 
servants. 

Some pers jective on the lives 
of the idle rich and their servants 
is provided by visitors from Hol¬ 
lywood, one Morris Weissman 
(Bob Balaban, who, with Altman, 
came up with the film’s concept) 
and actor Ivor Novello (Jeremy 
Northam), in England to research 
the upcoming Charlie Chan in 
London (an actual 1933 film). 
When asked, mid-movie, how he 
can stand this stuffy crowd, Nov- 
ello/Northam replies, “I imper¬ 
sonate these people for a living.” 
One of the film’s most lyrical mo¬ 
ments is provided by a scene of 
the servants listening in to the 
singing of their matinee idol as it 
wafts into their quarters from the 
drawing room. Weissman is con¬ 
stantly on the phone, like a Tony 
Roberts character in early Woody 
Allen movies; he is also sleeping 
with his young valet. 

Crime scenes 

The problem with the film is 
that it lacks the sort of melodra¬ 
ma that usually characterizes a 
murder mystery, which Gosford 
Park is, but almost incidentally. 
Cliches of classic whodunits are 
shoved into the viewer’s face 
(“Poison” labels on bottles, a mis¬ 
placed kitchen knife), but much 
of the important action takes 
place while the audience is not 
watching. One character turns out 
to be not a manservant but an 
actor, but the revelation is repeat¬ 
ed from one person to another 
after the fact. The character is not 
confronted, nor does he reveal 
himself onscreen. Two other char¬ 
acters are in fact sisters, a fact kept 
from the audience for the sake of 
their mysterious motivations, but 
the relationship comes to light ca¬ 


sually, as if everybody, the audi¬ 
ence included, already knew it. 
The murder itself, and the even¬ 
tual unraveling of the crime at the 
hands of the phlegmatic inspector 
Stephen Fry, are all handled by 
Altman with a minimum of 
drama onscreen. Only various 
fainting matrons give the shock¬ 
ing events any immediacy. 

Most of the action consists of 
the various characters moving 
from one side of the set to the 
other, be it the upstairs crowd 
milling about behind the actors 
having a dialogue in the fore¬ 
ground, or the downstairs ser¬ 
vants rushing about as they un¬ 
dertake their various tasks in the 
background. This sort of continu¬ 
ous motion and overlapping dia¬ 


logue is, of course, what Altman 
does best, but in the service of a 
murder mystery, it’s odd. Its clos¬ 
est cinematic relative is the odd 
pairing of Martin Scorsese with 
Edith Wharton’s classic novel The 
Age of Innocence, a beautiful but 
stilted movie. 

Still, even a compromised Alt-

ciously entertaining features in 
years, with all the Altman trade¬ 
marks in spades: Dozens of char¬ 
acters scurrying here and there, 
each with a highly unhinged psy¬ 
chological make-up, and once 
again everyone’s talking over each 
other. But what delectable witty 
dialogue they spout, thanks to Ju¬ 
lian Fellowes’ truly marvelous 
screenplay. It’s as if Quentin Crisp 
and Edward Albee had a baby. 

Additionally, there are a bunch 
of gay characters. We’ll skip over 
the servants with the exception of a 
valet (Ryan Phillippe). I mean, why 
waste time on the downstairs folks? 
We expect them to be that way. 

But upstairs, there’s the real- 
life matinee idol and composer 
Ivan Novello (Jeremy Northam), 
who was Noel Coward’s contem¬ 
porary and absolutely beloved in 
Great Britain. Happily, we get to 
hear at least five of the songs that 
Novello wrote and sang to fame. 

Then there’s Morris Weissman 
(Bob Balaban), a gay Hollywood 
producer of Charlie Chan films, 
and is he horny? You bet. 

Balaban, who also co-pro- 
duced Gosford Park, is in a remi¬ 
niscing mood. “Did you know the 
first thing I ever did in a movie 
was go down on Jon Voight in 
Midnight Cowboy? I was 20 years 
old. I think I was Midnight's X rat¬ 
ing. 

“Then I was a gay character on 
The West Wing last year,” he con¬ 
tinues. “Did you see that? I played 
the head of a Hollywood studio 
who’s trying to force the President 
to do some gay rights things. 
Then this.” 

Explaining “this,” Balaban 
adds, “There was actually a little 
bit more gay stuff. We had anoth¬ 
er scene or two about my rela¬ 
tionship with my valet. It was 
more spelled out. In fact, interest- 


man film is often far better than

ingly, the way it was edited, in the 
scene in the bedroom, that’s the 
only time you officially find out 
that I’m gay. I hold Ryan’s hand, 
and he pulls his hand away. But 
they used the tighter shot, so I 
come up to him and you don’t see 
me grabbing for his hand, so you 
didn’t know what was happening 
there. At the end of the scene at 
one point, I sort of caressed him. 
Well, you don’t see it, but it wasn’t 
removed because Bob wanted to 
remove that specifically. It just 
ended up that in the takes we 
chose, Ryan and I were at angles 
where you couldn’t see what was 
happening.” 

Playing a bisexual hustler/valet 
who doesn’t think twice about 
bedding a producer is not a char¬ 
acter type Ryan Phillippe is unfa¬ 
miliar with, but not from person¬ 
al experience. Laughing, he 
shares, “I have heard about them. 
It’s certainly not my inclination. I 
think this guy I play is more than 
bisexual. I think he’s doing what 
he’s doing to get ahead and is try¬ 
ing to compensate [for his gay be¬ 
havior] by hitting on every other 
woman around just to convince 
himself that he’s still masculine in 
a way. I truly believe [his type] ex¬ 
isted in the ’30s; it exists now.” 

This, by the way, is not the first 
time Phillippe has bitten the gay 
bullet. Remember 54? Then on 
The Days of Our Lives, he por¬ 
trayed soap’s first gay teenager. 

“I realized how important that 
role was because of the fan mail 
that I got. Especially since I was 
first starting out, I read every 
piece that was sent to me. But at 
the same time, I was 17, so I was a 
little, like, intimidated by the idea 
of playing a gay character. Like I 
grew up in Delaware, not in a 
metropolitan area, so I didn’t 
know very many gay people. It 
was an interesting learning expe¬ 
rience for me.” 

As for being a sex symbol to 
next page ► 
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both guys and gals, “It’s exciting. 
That’s cool. I think there’s a lot of 
people who would love to have 
that attention or get that re¬ 
sponse. It’s fun. But also it’s not 
the way I see myself. I’m not a 
dick, you know. I can appreciate 
it, but I don’t behave according to 
it.” 

Idol time 

Also not a dick is Jeremy 
Northam, who plays Novello, an 
immensely popular matinee idol 
considered one of the greatest 
British actors, playwrights and 
composers of his day. 

Northam, who portrayed a 
straight pretending to be gay most 
recently in Happy, Texas, is taken 
aback when I ask him if Novello 
was supposed to be homosexual 
in the film.' 

“Oh, yes,” he replies. “To my 
mind, I thought I played him too 
camp. It’s always been interesting 
with that period. I mean, Novello 
was a huge idol among the ladies. 
He was so mourned when he 
died. He was a complete love god 
to millions of women in England,

but he was of that period of time 
where he was as openly gay as it as 
possible to be, but people never 
talked about it.” 

Like with Noel Coward? I ven¬ 
ture. 

“Just like with Noel,” Northam 
agrees. “To look back and think 
about it now, it’s quite strange. No 
mention was ever made of it. But 
he was gay. My problem was real¬ 
ly, I suppose, how do you show 
that without getting into some 
horrible stereotype? Am I going to 
make him sound very camp? Do I 
need to do anything at all? I just 
thought there was something 
epicene about men of that time. It 
always struck me that there was 
something rather soft and effem¬ 
inate then about the way people 
dressed, about the way they 
moved, the way they smoked a 
cigarette, and so I just did a little 
more of that, in a way.” 

Sadly, there are no Golden 
Globes given out for Best Epicene 
Performance. But then, whoever 
said movies were fair? Anyway, life 
has more pressing problems, as 
Maggie Smith’s character, Con¬ 
stance, Countess of Trentham, gets 
to note: “There’s nothing worse 
than breaking in a new maid.” 
Who can argue with that? Y

® the Ring, 33-year-old, 6’2” 
il Will Smith has come a long 
way from the streets of Philadel¬ 
phia, where he grew up. Smith re¬ 
portedly earned $20 million for 
his starring role in Ali, and anoth¬ 
er $20 million for the sequel to 
Men in Black, due out the sum¬ 
mer of 2002. Having won the 
first-ever Grammy award for Best 
Rap Performance, for the song 
“Parents Just Don’t Understand” 
in 1989, he has no qualms about 
making the segue from rapping to 
acting. 

Smith is poised to become one 
of only a handful of black actors 
to be recognized with an Academy 
Award nomination for his role as 
Muhammed Ali in Michael ( The 
Insider ) Mann’s epic film about 
the famed heavyweight champion 
boxer. 

It was his role in the film ver¬ 
sion of Six Degrees of Separation 
that made Hollywood casting 
agents take note of Smith. 

In a recent interview, I asked 
Smith when he first knew he 
wanted to become an actor and 
set his rapping career on the back 
burner. 


“Right after I won the Gram¬ 
my for Best Rapper in 1989,” he 
said. “There was nowhere but 
down to go from there with 
music. I knew if I didn’t branch 
out into something else that I 
would end up a has-been a lot 
faster than most one-hit wonders. 

I was very fortunate to be able to 
do [TV series] The Fresh Prince of 
Bel-Air for six years. That show 
opened up many doors, and it was 
like a six-year acting school. I 
went into the show not knowing 
a thing about acting, and, well, I 
don’t know how much I know 
now, but I don’t think I am as bad 
at it as I was during those six 
years!” 

Smith is now pretty much 
known as an action star, with Men 
in Black, Enemy of the State, and 
Independence Day in his filmogra¬ 
phy. So he took a chance with his 
career by accepting the role of Ali. 

Ali is certainly not an old- 
ladies trip-to-the-Saturday-mati- 
nee kind of movie, but it is a seri¬ 
ous movie, and a departure for 
him. How hard was it playing a 
living legend? If the real Ali didn’t 
like his depiction, he might just 
ask Smith to duke it out in the 
ring with him, no? 

“Making Ali has been one of 
the best experiences of my life. In 


fact, I am taking my wife [Jada 
Pinkett Smith] and kids to Africa 
to live for a year. Filming in Africa 
and being there just opened up 
my and my family’s eyes.” 

Devout devotion 

When it came to preparing for 
his role of Ali, Smith devoted a lot 
of time to Islamic studies, since 
Muhammad Ali was known for 
his religious and personal convic¬ 
tions. He also had a dialect coach, 
since Ali had quite the unique 
voice. 

Filming took six months, but 
Smith’s rehearsal time beforehand 
took just as long. “I was cooped 
up in a dark room watching so 
many tapes of Ali. Ali fighting. Ali 
talking. Ali walking. Ali, Ali, Ali!” 

Smith, who normally weighs 
in at 194 lbs., gained 30 lbs. for the 
role, and went six months without 
sex. 

“It took a lot of work for me to 
get my body in that kind of shape. 
It’s not like I could pretend I had 
all that strength. I had my shirt 
off, and if I looked all scrawny, I 
don’t think too many people 
would have believed I was Ali. I 
broke one of my thumbs, too,” he 
said. “There was some good that 
came out of it, though. I’m 
human Viagra. I’m a sex machine 
now. I’m raring to go every sec¬ 
ond of the day. My wife’s loving 
it.” Y

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Gays and lesbians in Tinseltown

W ithout gay people, there 
would be no Holly¬ 
wood!” insisted Elizabeth 
Taylor, outraged at filmdom’s 
hypocritical silence surrounding 
AIDS in the early ’80s. Was she 
speaking hyperbolically? Until re¬ 
cently, the question couldn’t be 
answered. But William J. Mann 
does so in his comprehensive Be¬ 
hind the Screen: How Gays and 
Lesbians Shaped Hollywood, 1910- 
1969 (Viking, $29.95.) 

Mann, author of an excellent 
biography of gay silent film star 
William Haines, Wisecracker, sets 
an ambitious goal: to show that a 
homosexual sensibility shaped the 
images audiences saw on the 
screen. “This is not a book about 
exposing the lies of the Holly¬ 
wood image ... contrasting the 
publicity (Tab Hunter and Antho¬ 
ny Perkins double-dating with a 
couple of bright-eyed starlets) 
with the reality (Tab and Tony 
dropping the girls off and going 
home together.) ... Far more in¬ 
teresting than how Hollywood 
lied was how it told the truth — a 
truth that manifested itself in ... 
the Hollywood Hills where publi¬ 
cists .... drank whiskey and 
smoked cigarettes with agents ... 
where journalists ... and stars like 
Rock Hudson swapped tricks. All 
of them gay. All of them part of 
the system. All with their own 
share of power.” That the author 
ultimately fails to prove his thesis 
doesn’t make this study any less 
fascinating. 

Mann begins by resurrecting 
\ong-forgotten silent-film stars 
like William J. Kerrigan, showing 
how he handled being gay and the 
impact it had on his career. Pub¬ 
licity stories about Kerrigan were 
accurate: he was a bachelor devot¬ 
ed to his mother. Not only was 
this not hidden, it was considered 
a plus, because studios then felt 
female fans would be disappoint¬ 


ed if their idols married. Kerrig¬ 
an’s lost stardom resulted from his 
not serving in the military during 
World War I, and changing tastes 
in leading men, not his sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

Mann also demonstrates 
how androgynous matinee 
idols, symbolized by 
Rudolph Valentino and the 
gay Ramon Novarro, were 
replaced in the ’30s by 
macho males like Clark 
Gable and James Cagney. 

Those who survived from 
the Silent Era, like beau¬ 
tiful Gary Cooper, quick¬ 
ly toughened up their 
images. Especially inter¬ 
esting is how enforce¬ 
ment of the notorious 
Production Code in the 
mid-’30s changed the 
portrayals of obviously 
gay characters, usually 
played by Edward 
Everett Horton, Eric 
Blore, and Francis 
Pangborn. Mann deft¬ 
ly proves that the cen¬ 
sors were determined 
to keep “deviants” off 
the screen. 

Great dish 

Despite his dis¬ 
claimer, Mann dish¬ 
es lots of dirt: Cary 
Grant and Ran¬ 
dolph Scott openly living togeth¬ 
er; Cooper’s intimate relationship 
with his gay, one-time “room¬ 
mate” Andy Lawlor; the affair be¬ 
tween Marlene Dietrich and 
Claudette Colbert; stories about 
Greta Garbo, Tallulah Bankhead, 
Tyrone Power, Clifton Webb, 
Hudson, James Dean, Raymond 
Burr, and many others. He shows 
how the sexual experimentation 
and fluid categories around ori¬ 
entation prevalent during the ’20s 
gave way to more rigid, Puritani¬ 
cal attitudes represented by the 
Production Code — and the re¬ 
sultant fear many stars felt, com¬ 


pelling them to reshape their im¬ 
ages, including entering into 
sham marriages. 

Much of this has been dis¬ 
cussed before, although not as 
thoroughly. Mann breaks new 


ground by analyzing the gay 
presence behind the screen: the 
directors, writers, composers, 
choreographers, set decorators, 
costume designers, and hair¬ 
dressers who were instrumental in 
creating the images that lured au¬ 
diences to theaters. Was there a 
“gay sensibility” shaping those 
images? Mann says yes, but does¬ 
n’t prove it, because creativity is 
driven by more than sexual orien¬ 
tation, as crucial as that is. Class, 
education, gender, and specific 
eras also determine what an artist 
sees and creates. Thus, gay 
writer/director Mitchell Leisen’s 


movies differ from closeted gay 
director Vincente Minnelli’s, and 
both differ from openly gay direc¬ 
tor George Cukor’s. In fact, Cukor 
didn’t think much of Minnelli’s 
work. How much of the camp el¬ 
ement in Sunset Boulevard (1950) 
is attributable to 
straight 
director/writer 
Billy Wilder vs. his 
co-scenarist, the in¬ 
tensely closeted 
Charles Brackett? 
Similarly, All About 
Eve (1950), which al¬ 
most defines gay sen¬ 
sibility, was written 
and directed by the 
heterosexual Joseph L. 
Mankiewicz. On the 
other hand, it seems 
reasonable that Cukor 
added to the “gayness” 
of 1939’s The Women, 
which was based on a 
play by the straight 
Claire Booth Luce. 

Even his discussion 
of Arthur Freed’s leg¬ 
endary unit at MGM, 
which produced so many 
classic musicals, is incon¬ 
clusive. Known as “Freed’s 
Fairies,” it was dominated 
by gays, including Min¬ 
nelli, choreographer/direc¬ 
tor Charles Walters, and 
composer/arranger Roger 
Edens. Yet Freed himself 
was straight, as were 
writer/director Stanley Donen 
and stars Gene Kelly and Fred As¬ 
taire. 

Designing gays 

Mann shines in discussing 
professions in which gays found 
the most acceptance and domi¬ 
nated, like costume and set de¬ 
sign. He contrasts MGM’s lead¬ 
ing clothier, the “discreet” Adrian 
(who even married Janet 
Gaynor), with openly gay Walter 
Plunkett, and with Paramount’s 
Edith Head, who encouraged peo¬ 
ple to believe she was a lesbian. He 


mentions social distinctions, 
showing how working-class gays 
were more open than those from 
upper-class backgrounds. The lat¬ 
ter did not hide their nature, but 
simply played the expected games, 
sometimes marrying or bringing 
women to major functions, rather 
than attending with their male 
partners. 

Lesbians like director Dorothy 
Arzner and producer Harriet Par¬ 
sons, the only child of gossip 
columnist Louella O. Parsons, are 
also discussed. Surprisingly, Mann 
fails to note that actor William 
Hopper (Paul Drake on televi¬ 
sion’s Perry Mason), the only child 
of Parsons’ rival, Hedda Hopper, 
left his wife and children for an¬ 
other man. The irony that the off¬ 
spring of these doyennes of Hol¬ 
lywood journalists and guardians 
of traditional morality were both 
gay is sublime. 

Mann also chronicles the im¬ 
pact on careers of tabloid maga¬ 
zines like the notorious Confiden¬ 
tial, and the linking of homosex¬ 
uality with Communism during 
the red scare of the ’50s. Yet gay 
producer Ross Hunter thrived in 
that decade, churning out glossy, 
soapy vehicles for Jane Wyman, 
Hudson, and Lana Turner. 

The author’s sources are, for the 
most part, reliable, including the 
BAR’s own “Toto Le Grand.” He 
interviewed individuals who 
worked in the industry, and effec¬ 
tively balances their often-conflict¬ 
ing recollections and perspectives. 
Strangely, he omits Diana McLel- 
lan’s The Girls: Sappho Goes to Hol¬ 
lywood, a pioneering account of 
the lesbian network there. 

This long-overdue history 
confirms Taylor’s statement about 
the impact gays had on Holly¬ 
wood. That this impact cannot be 
encapsulated into a single “sensi¬ 
bility” is merely proof of the di¬ 
versity and complexity of the in¬ 
dividuals involved, but it in no 
way diminishes their contribution 
to the most important art form of 
the 20th century. T

ter Dana van Iquity (aka Dennis 
McMillan), N.A. Diaman, and 
many other stalwarts of the local 
queer scene, Leyland has rounded 
up a priceless bunch of colorful, 
inspiring characters for our 
boundless enjoyment. Not every¬ 
thing they have to say is profound 
or poetic, but much of it is. Not in 
every case were the contributors 
lead players in local politics and 
culture — but very often they 
have been and still are. These are 
the very people who have record¬ 
ed and shaped our core culture 
for decades, not just in the Castro, 
but citywide. They have been our 
friends and neighbors, co-work - 
ers, teachers and leaders on many 
fronts. To bask in their glory at a 
reading or through their printed 
words and images is to be warmly 
welcomed into the bosom of gay 
San Francisco. 

In the book, when poet/essay¬ 
ist Justin Chin grumpily declares 
he’s outgrown the Castro (in 
“Death of the Castro”), he reflects 
a sentiment common to many 
who have experienced the neigh¬ 
borhood’s changes, and disap¬ 
prove. Yet despite his ho-hum as¬ 
sessment — “The Castro has be¬ 
come a few blocks of expensive T- 
shirt and clothing shops, juice 
bars, yuppie eatery chains, and 
trendy neighborhood shopping 


and dining. Thrilling, huh?” — 
clearly, the Castro has ingrained it¬ 
self in his poetic psyche. He longs 
for the place to be the way it was 
in March 1990, when he alleges it 
still had the power to dazzle. 

Since Chin is relatively young- 
guard, and his tattooed style at 
odds with the prevailing 
sweater/Gap esthetic in the ’hood 
— and since he didn’t appear at the 
reading — it was left to older, not 
necessarily wiser heads to more 
generously tout the Castro’s virtues. 

Former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, looking every bit the states¬ 
man, started off by apologizing 


for a less-than-stellar essay, a piece 
about Harvey Milk that had been 
written for another publication. 
That’s okay, Harry: you made up 
for it by noting that San Francisco 
has become (to use a phrase by 
writer Hakim Bey) a Temporary 
Autonomous Zone — a secure 
place where queers can enjoy a 
fair amount of freedom to be 
themselves. Some might say that’s 
just another term for gay ghetto, 
and they might be right. But as 
Britt noted, it was in the Castro 
ghetto that Milk rose to promi¬ 
nence, becoming a symbol of free-

The more things change

U J| ere it is, a fresh, spanking- 
new ( can some S/M queen 
II it please explain the origin of 
that expression to moi?) year! 
Clean slate, tabula rasa. Yet it 
looks suspiciously like Groundhog 
Day, the same events repeating 
and repeating, like lake-effect 
snow in Buffalo, where, since 
Christmas Eve, 80 inches have 
fallen, with no signs of stop¬ 
ping. 

In Washington, DC, 
things are much the 
same, except for the 
snow. Those of us keep¬ 
ing even a half-open 
eye on the capital won¬ 
der if it could im¬ 
plode from the 
inertia and apa¬ 
thy that has sub¬ 
dued the nation 
since 9/11/2001. Yes, 9/11 was in¬ 
describably horrific. But other 
terrible things are happening here 
and abroad. It’s time to snap out 
of our post-traumatic stressed 
state and get the global picture. 

Not that this is an easy task, 
given the state of TV. It isn’t just 
the post-holiday reruns (the new 
season doesn’t start for another 
few weeks) imbuing us with deja 
vu and inertia, it’s the news. Last 
night’s broadcast looked much 
like last week’s and last month’s. 
India and Pakistan are having an¬ 
other pissing contest replete with 
nuclear arms-rattling that should 
have the world much more fright¬ 
ened than it does. The Israelis and 
Palestinians are still killing each 
other; for every suicide bombing 
of innocents perpetrated by the 
Palestinians, an Israeli retaliatory 
air strike seems to accidentally kill 
some Palestinian civilians. Tit for 
bloody tat. Ditto in Northern Ire¬ 
land, the Congo, Mozambique 
and the Sudan. 

A new tape of Osama bin 
Laden aired last week with the 
same old rhetoric — kill the 
American infidels, the 9/11 mur¬ 
derers were heroes, Al-Qaeda will 


take down America, Allah be 
praised, yadda, yadda. Bin Laden 
looked like hell (Afghani caves 
aren’t the Ritz-Carlton), and 
much was made of why he never 
moved his left arm. (Sinister.) The 
truth is, bin Laden increasingly 
seems like some Christopher 
Walken character in a Stephen 
King movie, and less like an 
archvillain. We’re not over 9/11, 
but most of us are over bin Laden. 

This makes the repetitious 
news of American air strikes 
against an already 
devastated 
Afghanistan seem 
more and more like 
bullying and less 
like a military ob¬ 
jective. The new 
Afghan govern¬ 
ment (the 
third we’ve 
helped to 
power in less 
than 20 years) has requested the 
US stop the bombing; thus far, the 
Bush Administration has refused. 
This makes the new government 
the US hand-picked in Bonn look 
totally incapable of governance, 
which may lead to overthrow 
and... as we said, deja vu. 

Out of apathy 

Refocusing the news may help 
to jump-start the nation out of 
apathy. The networks (plus PBS 
and CNN) report all the same 
news all the time: terrorism, 
Afghanistan and bin Laden, like 
the flip side of Al-Jazeera. What 
gets reported receives such a spe¬ 
cial spin that we see how apathy 
and inertia can lead to Fascism. 

Lest anyone flog us for Leftist 
hyperbole, we aren’t saying the 
US is Fascist, only that there have 
been no variations on the news 
on any network since 9/11. For 
example, many civilians have 
been killed in the air strikes, yet 
no video of this is ever shown in 
the US. Compare this with news 
footage of the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, which always shows the 
bloody aftermath on both sides. 
No such skew on the news from 


Afghanistan makes it into the 
evening lineup here. 

Nor has much other news 
made headlines. Why have other 
global conflicts been so underrep¬ 
resented on the news? When will 
Nightline begin to air stories 
about other forms of terrorism 
worldwide, like the rapes in South 
Africa of girl children under a 
year old that have become almost 
epidemic in the past year? A series 
of men are approaching trial for 
these crimes, but the incidents are 
escalating, and arrests are few. 

With the world’s highest rate 
of HIV infection, rumor has it 
that having sex with a virginal 
girl, a baby, will cure the disease. 
South Africa now has the highest 
incidence of rape in the world, 
one every 26 seconds. Among the 
gruesome events in the past few 
weeks: the gang rape of a five- 
month-old girl by six men. 
Shouldn’t this sort of gender 
genocide, these kinds of atrocities, 
be news? Shouldn’t the US be 
making some effort to get the 
South African government to ad¬ 
dress AIDS, which threatens not 
just the South African population, 
but the world? If we don’t know 
what the news is, we are powerless 
to effect change. 

What few non-war news items 
to reach the airwaves and talk 
shows since Christmas have been 
decidedly American. Dick Armey 
(R-Texas) is leaving Congress and 
his Whip position. Armey, best 
known for his bad-boy demeanor 
and open bigotry (some of us 
have not forgotten his on-air ref¬ 
erence to Rep. Barney Frank [D- 
Mass] as “Barney Fag”), will not 
be missed. Skilled in covert ac¬ 
tions in Congress, Armey is most 
likely to be replaced by the open¬ 
ly Satanic Tom DeLay (R-Missis- 
sippi), whose appearances on 
Meet the Press and This Week have 
been chilling. But where the skill¬ 
fully bombastic Armey could fool 
some of the people most of the 
time, DeLay, like Sen.Jesse Helms 
(R-NC) and Vice President Dick 
Cheney, is incapable of sub-

dom for lesbians and gay men 
worldwide. 

Solid settings for Milk’s saga 
are provided by historians Susan 
Stryker (“How the Castro Became 
San Francisco’s Gay Neighbor¬ 
hood”) and Jim Duggins (“Out in 
the Castro: Creating a Gay Sub¬ 
culture, 1947-1969.”) They do an 
admirable job of tracking the evo¬ 
lution of Eureka Valley (aka the 
Castro) from its working-class 
Irish Catholic roots to its becom¬ 
ing the focal point for a revolu¬ 
tionary gay-rights movement. 
Leyland opens the book with their 
pieces, giving readers ample 
preparation for the more person¬ 
al perspectives to come. 

Harvey Milk is central to Anne 
Kronenberg’s recollections 
(“Everybody Needed Milk”), since 
she personally experienced the 
stresses, strains, triumphs and 
tragedy of working alongside the 
“Mayor of Castro Street.” So, too, 
was Frank M. Robinson (“Castro 
Street, That Great Street”) up¬ 
front and center to the spectacle, 
and his account is one of the rich¬ 
est here in detail, colorfully cap¬ 
turing the hippyish flavor of the 
Castro in the ’70s, during the hey¬ 
day of gay lib. From him we learn 
of the large role played by hippies 
in the development of the Castro 
— Milk was, in fact, a hippie from 
New York City. Robinson, who’d 
worked as a reporter for the un¬ 
derground press in the Haight- 
Ashbury, got caught up in Milk’s 
campaign and the subsequent eu¬ 
phoria — and tragedy. His per¬ 
sonal perspective puts us vividly 
up-close in those heady, extraor¬ 
dinary times. 

Cosmic thing 

Things get even more person¬ 
al in the reminiscences of Black- 
berri (“Andy’s - Center of the 
Universe”), who moved to this 
city from Nebraska in 1971, at age 
21, and ended up working at and 
eventually owning Andy’s Dough¬ 
nuts in the Castro, before going 


on to buy a leather bar, The Boot- 
camp, on Folsom Street. He was 
friends with Cosmic Lady (aka 
Janet Planet), and personally ex¬ 
perienced the cosmic presence of 
the Cockettes, the Angels of Light, 
Divine, Sylvester and a host of 
other queer notables. Also on the 
scene from the late ’60s on was 
writer/artist N.A. Diaman (“Liv¬ 
ing in the Castro: A Gay Writer 
Reminisces”), who tellingly re¬ 
marks that when he first moved 
into the Castro, the total rent for 
his flat was $ 140/month. It’s a 
time long gone, but his descrip¬ 
tions of establishing a gay house¬ 
hold during those days are not all 
that different from today’s ordeal. 

Among the young-guard con¬ 
tributing to the book is Katie Szy- 
manski, assistant news editor for 
the Bay Area Reporter, who pro¬ 
files a member of the old-guard: 
her boss, Publisher Bob Ross, not¬ 
ing that he “anchored for good in 
San Francisco” in 1956, fresh out 
of the Navy, and joined with the 
throngs of gay men who would 
cruise his corner at 20th and Cas¬ 
tro. The concise story of his creat¬ 
ing this newspaper, and its 30-year 
history at the center of gay poli¬ 
tics and culture, is one you won’t 
find anywhere else. 

Photography holds a promi¬ 
nent place in Leyland’s Out in the 
Castro, with spectacular results. 
The images balance and illumi¬ 
nate the text, making the book a 
joy to browse or read straight 
through. If you’ve been here very 
long at all, you’ll recognize the 
faces, places, and events. The pho¬ 
tographers include Rick Gerhar- 
ter, Rink Foto, Freddie Niem, Greg 
Day, Crawford Wayne Barton, and 
Marc Geller, all of them first-rate 
and well-known for being in the 
thick of things, capturing images 
that by now have become legend. 
Even the surprising absence of 
images by Daniel Nicoletta — un¬ 
doubtedly the most acclaimed 
queer “scene” photographer in 
San Francisco — and Jane 
Philomen Cleland does not di¬ 
minish this book’s powerful im¬ 
pact. It’s a reunion in print well 
worth attending. T

; more intent focus on 
cock, without actually showing it.

Fitch catalogue? The latest Calvin 
Klein ad skips the undies alto¬ 
gether to better feature pubic hair 
on a photo that’s cut off just 
where you’re about to sing, 
“Shaft!”

Widow. It can be quite a good 
show. But it just ain’t right. I’ve 
had to soften my hard-line stance, 
however, as the gay-for-pay issue 
has evolved, at least in this coun¬ 
try. There’s a whole new breed, a 
new generation of willing per¬ 
formers who are not exclusively 
gay, but who aren’t exactly 
straight. They’re not short-chang¬ 
ing gay sex; they’re enlarging it, 
and I’ve come to see them as pio¬ 
neers of our ever-expanding idea 
of the richness and fluidity of sex¬ 
uality. Chad Knight was an early 
example; the incredible Caesar is 
the most recent. 

Another groovy trend is the 
increasing number of white-col¬ 
lar professionals who are now 
comfortable to appear in porn. In 
earlier decades, it was runaways, 
druggies and the general castoffs 
of society who made porn. And 
now society makes porn, testify¬ 
ing to the legitimacy of sexual ex¬ 


pression. If you read interviews 
with the stars, you’ll find lots of 
perfectly respectable guys who 
are just fulfilling a fantasy. Like 
dreamboat Bryce Patton, a soft¬ 
ware specialist who shared some 
mighty fine hardware in Titan’s 
Three Easy Pieces and Heat. You’ll 
find creamy photos of this swank 
fellow in TitanMen (Bruno 
Gmunder, $42.95), a lavish, 120- 
page collection of Titan’s stars, in 
which photographer Brian Mills 
engages the models warmly, and 
inviting smiles replace the tradi¬ 
tional hard stare. Like many of 
Titan’s movies, Mills’ photos have 
an underlying respect for our 
sexuality. Without sacrificing 
high-potency thrills, they exude 
a supportive strength that’s al¬ 
most unknown in porn. That’s 
something I really appreciate 
when I find it: excesses of sexual¬ 
ity and bold announcements of 
masculinity are flattered by emo¬ 
tional substance. 

And since I began this column 
with cock, so let me conclude. 
Here’s a year’s-end salute to the 
phenomenal Spike, the performer 
named for his monumental 
obelisk of cock which sends 
streams of cum spewing over the 
heads of all who tremble before it. 
Has ever a shaft been more bold¬ 
ly erect, or offered eruptions of 
such startling velocity?

‘Cabin Fever’ 

O ldtimers in San Francisco (any¬ 
one who’s been here at least a 
year), especially those who hang 
out at The Stud, know our city’s most 
flamboyant installation artist mainly 
for “Go Girl! the Pinball Machine,” the 
world’s first queer positive, interactive 
pinball machine, co-created with Rex 
Ray, m.c. Schmidt, and Chris Walker. 
The machine was a huge hit during its 
installation at The Stud, being the first 
pinball machine ever in which a the 
player had to be in drag in order to 
win. In fact, when you stood in her 
high heals to push her buttons, the 
drag-motherish mechanical device did 
your dressing up for you. 

Now Michael Brown is back with 
another oddity, this time so ordinary 
you might think nothing of it — ex¬ 
cept that it’s curiously out of place. 

Michael Brown built a house and 
lived in it. In fact, the house was just a 
short walk from his main residence, 
which he shares with his acupuncturist 
hubby Joseph Chang (whom I’ve writ¬ 
ten about before with respect to his 
buddies Matmos). One day when I 
went to see Joseph, and inquired where 
Michael was, I learned he was just 
moving back home from the house 
he’d built in a parking lot nearby. 

Huh? 

Just then Michael came in, declar¬ 
ing his installation had been a big suc¬ 
cess. He’d built a cozy, quaint hut and 
installed it in a parking space in a pay- 
by-the-day lot. He’d moved in and 
lived there a week or so. Nobody or ¬ 
dered him to move on. He kept the 
place tidy, and as everyone who’s met 
him knows, he’s a real charmer. I’ll bet 
he had his neighbors bringing him 
flowers and cakes. A video camera 
recorded the conversations he had with 
all kinds of people who came by, who 
used the lot, or heard about the house. 

Now we all have the chance to ex¬ 
perience Michael Brown’s house at 
The Exploratorium, where Michael is 
an artist in residence. He and other 
artists will be presenting “Cabin Fever” 
at this month’s “2nd Wednesdays” art 
series in the famed science/tpchnology 
museum by the Bay, in the Palace of 
Fine Arts ambience. They’ll erect their 
illegal dwellings inside the Explorato- 
rium, and allow the public to enter. 
Visitors will get a chance to see videos 
of Michael’s encounters with the pub¬ 
lic in his own, private parking lot. ▼

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The sounds of cinema 

From original scores to borrowed tunes , soundtracks out on CD

M ovie soundtracks come in 
different varieties, includ¬ 
ing the most prestigious 
form, the original score. One of 
the more eagerly anticipated orig¬ 
inal scores of the year is Howard 
Shore’s score for The Lord of the 
Rings: The Fellowship of the Ring 
(Reprise). In addition to the in¬ 
strumental music, the soundtrack 
includes two songs, “The Council 
of Elrond” and “May It Be,” com¬ 
posed and performed by Enya. 

Pure Horror (Beyond/Flash 
Cut) is “a compilation of original 
score themes” from Artisan Enter¬ 
tainment features such as The Blair 
Witch Project (by Antonio Cora), 
Book of Shadows: Blair Witch Pro¬ 
ject 2 (by Carter Burwell), and the 
Kevin Bacon/Ileanna Douglas 
shocker Stir of Echoes (by James 
Newton Howard.) All of the com¬ 
positions are suitably spooky. 

On a lighter note, three origi¬ 
nal soundtracks composed by 
Vladimir Cosma to the French 
films The Closet, The Dinner 
Game, and The Jaguar (DRG) can 
now be found on one disc. 
Cosma’s most well-known score 
can be found on the Diva Origi¬ 
nal Soundtrack (DRG/Koch), 
which has just been reissued in an 
expanded 20th anniversary edi¬ 
tion. In addition to titular diva 
Wilhelmina Wiggins Fernandez’s 
performance of Catalani’s Aria 
from La Wally, and instrumental 
compositions such as “Sentimen¬ 
tal Walk,” “Dead End,” 
“Gorodish,” and “Zen and the Art 
of Buttering Bread,” there are 
eight previously unreleased 
tracks. 

Walt Disney’s Beauty and the 
Beast (Walt Disney Records) has 
been re-released in a special-edi¬ 
tion soundtrack to coincide with 
the re-release of the movie in its 
new Imax version. The new 
soundtrack, with lyrics by 
Howard Ashman (who died of 
complications due to AIDS), fea¬ 
tures demo and early versions of 
some songs, among other treats. 

Rockin’ remixes 

The majority of movie sound¬ 
tracks these days consist of previ¬ 
ously recorded material compiled 
as background music for various 
scenes, and opening and closing 
credits. Many of them are as unre¬ 
markable as the movies with 
which they are affiliated. But even 
for a movie as heinous as Out Cold 


(RCA), the soundtrack does con¬ 
tain new songs by Foo Fighters 
(“Win or Lose”) and Eve 6 (“Any¬ 
time.”) Foo Fighters also appear 
on Orange County the Soundtrack 
(Columbia/Sony Music Sound- 
trax) with their song “The One.” 
The soundtrack to the movie that 
stars Colin Hanks (son of Tom) 
and Schuyler Fisk (daughter of 
Sissy Spacek) as well as the ubiq¬ 
uitous Jack Black contains new 
songs by the Offspring (“Defy 
You”) and Phantom Planet (“Cal¬ 
ifornia”), and contributions by 
Creeper Lagoon and Cake. 

While Music from the MGM 
Motion Picture Bandits (Colum¬ 
bia) doesn’t contain any exclusive 
music other than Christopher 
Young’s “Bandits Suite,” I do re¬ 
call, from seeing the movie, that 
the selections, including Bob 
Dylan’s “Tweedle Dee & Tweedle

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terfuge. His evil is open, unmis¬ 
takable. Which should make for 
some nicely polarizing moments 
in Congress in coming months. 

Hard stuff 

Another newsy item: NBC will 
be the first network since 1948 to 
advertise hard liquor on TV. The 
ads will only appear after 9 p.m., 
and the actors will be over 30, but 
recession demands revenue, so 
despite protests from a wide range 
of interest groups, folks will be 
tanking up big-time come Febru¬ 
ary. 

On a non-newsy note, we 
apologize for an egregious omis¬ 
sion in last column’s best and 
worst. We meant to applaud 
ABC’s All My Children for the 
most sustained queer Storyline 
(Bianca Montgomery’s lesbian¬ 
ism) on a soap, which has been 
front-burner for a full year, some 
sort of TV record, since even Ellen 
couldn’t sustain her own queer 
story that long. 

There has been a great deal of 
sensitivity and reality in this story. 
At least until Thanksgiving, when 
Bianca’s new love interest, Frankie 
Stone, was shot by someone. 
(Damn those November sweeps!) 
Mom Erica Kane is taking the fall, 
but the murderer could have been 
anyone; only a trial will tell. 

We were loving the intensify¬ 
ing affair between con artist 
Frankie (played with acerbic sub- 


Dum,” Michael Martin Murphy’s 
“Wildfire,” and Bonnie Tyler’s 
“Total Eclipse of the Heart,” were 
used effectively throughout. 

I haven’t decided how I feel 
about the inclusion of film dia¬ 
logue on a movie soundtrack. 
Music from the Motion Picture 
Oceans Eleven (Warner Sun¬ 
set/Warner Bros.) contains less 
than a dozen dialogue snippets, 
which felt like a lot. The musical 
selections (Perry Como, Percy 
Faith) are mostly from the ’60s, 
when the original Oceans Eleven 
was released. 

The song “The Greatest Love 
of All,” which was a considerable 
hit for Whitney Houston, was 
originally featured in the 1978 
movie The Greatest, about cham¬ 
pion boxer Muhammad Ali. R. 
Kelly probably hopes that his 
“The World’s Greatest” from the 


tlety by the sweetly butch Eliza¬ 
beth Hendrickson) and the naive 
and eager Bianca (Eden Riegel’s 
stellar performance has made this 
storyline work and earned her an 
Emmy nomination). No sooner 
had the two declared their love 
(Frankie with more complicated 
emotions than Bianca) than — 
Bang! — Frankie was dead, and 
Erica held the smoking gun. 

We are still engaged in this 
complex and multifaceted tale, 
but we regret Bianca being denied 
a relationship. We understand ho¬ 
mophobia runs second only to 
anti-Semitism on soaps. There 
isn’t a single Jewish character on 
daytime except Nora Buchanan 
on One Life to Live, and this year, 
despite having her memory re¬ 
stored by Dr. Maclver, she’s for¬ 
gotten entirely that she’s Jewish, 
and has the world’s most over¬ 
dressed Christmas tree in her 
house. Nevertheless, if AMC pro¬ 
ducers have gone out on the Bian- 
ca-storyline limb this far, why not 
stretch just a tad further and give 
the girl a lover? Like all soap cou¬ 
ples, they’ll break up within a 
story cycle anyway, so what’s the 
harm? 

Another omission from our 
hits and misses was the best child 
actress on TV, Kristen Alderson, 
who plays Starr Manning, the fab¬ 
ulously creepy daughter of no- 
gooders Blair Cramer (Kassie 
Wesley DePaiva) and Todd Man¬ 
ning (and while we’re at it, give 
Roger Howarth an Emmy for his 
performance; we still remember 
his taboo-breaking performance 
as it was revealed he had been 
raped by his father.) 

Alderson is like a Charles Ad- 
dams character come to life. Her 
timing is amazing, her inflections 
terrific, and her ad-libs always 
work (we love that she has a Venus 
flytrap plant named Renfield.) 
Most child actors are so treacly 
one gets insulin shock from 
watching. Alderson has played the 
role for several years, since she was 
little more than a toddler. She’s 
superb. 

We also applaud OLTL for best 
use of a flaming queen in the per¬ 
son of Nigel Smythe (Peter 
Bartlett), manservant to Asa 
Buchanan. Normally we decry 
these stereotypes (the flamer as¬ 
sistant has caught fire throughout 
ABC soaps — Val on AMC, Eldon 
on General Hospital), but Bartlett 
imbues this role with a limp- 
wristed yet droll archness that is, 
dare we say, screamingly funny. 
Brava, darling!

Ali Original Motion Picture 
Soundtrack (Interscope) will have 
the same success. Lisa (Dead Can 
Dance) Gerrard and Pieter 
Bourke, who previously worked 
with director Michael Mann on 
The Insider, once again provide 
the score. Other contributors, 
both old school and nu-soul, in¬ 
clude Alicia Keys, A1 Green, Bilal, 
Aretha Franklin, and Angie Stone.

D ecades before Ellen DeGeneres, long before Will & Grace, be¬ 
fore Chastity Bono lost her chastity, Lance Loud became the 
first gay man to come out on national TV, in the 1973 PBS 
miniseries An American Family. The Loud family of Santa Barbara, 
California, allowed documentary filmmakers to follow their daily 
lives for seven months in the early 70s; the footage was edited down 
to a 12-part series that captivated America. 

Call it the first Reality TV show: the Loud patriarch was caught 
fooling around outside the marriage bed; the Loud matriarch soon 
kicked him out; and eldest son Lance (above, upper right), then 20 
years old, declared himself gay. Nothing like it had ever aired on 
American television. 

Loud later had a half-hearted career as a freelance journalist, but 
he never matched his early fame. He died at 50 last week, of com¬ 
plications from hepatitis C, at a Los Angeles hospice. ▼

A most vibrant violin 


by Jason Serinus 


Brahms, Stravinsky Violin Con¬ 
certos - Hilary Hahn, Academy of 
St. Martin in the Fields, Marriner 
(Sony) 

H ilary Hahn has given us a 
recording for the ages. The 
21-year-old violinist pos¬ 
sesses a marvelous technique and 
a luscious, sweet tone that she em¬ 
ploys in service to the emotional 
core of the music at hand. The re¬ 
sult is some of the most vibrant, 
energized and moving playing to 
be heard on today’s concert stage. 

Aligned with Brahms’ dramat¬ 
ic orchestral introduction, Hahn 
launches into his concerto’s first 
passages with vigor.' Then, as her 


arpeggios lead to the violin’s first 
inward statement, her sound be¬ 
comes increasingly tender and 
loving, as though her instrument 
is reproducing the sound of a 
heart opening in song. It is an ex¬ 
traordinary experience, this tran¬ 
sition from an almost masculine 
introduction — the Chinese term 
“yang” is more accurate — to a 
more feminine (“yin”) vulnerabil¬ 
ity and sweetness that communi¬ 
cate feelings better expressed in 
touches and tears than in prose. 

Hahn’s clarity and directness 
increase in the work’s tender cen¬ 
tral Adagio. Aided by close mik¬ 
ing, her tone grows rounder and 
more intense as Brahms moves 
deeper into his emotional core. 
One of this composer’s great 
strengths is his honesty, and Hahn

is right there with him. Her sound 
is gorgeous, produced in a manner 
that draws attention to the music, 
rather than to the technique itself. 

The violinist’s success is due in 
no small part to her timing. Noth¬ 
ing seems either rushed or undu¬ 
ly drawn out. There is no enervat¬ 
ing lingering here, as in the recent 
release by the silvery-toned Kyung 
Wha Chung (with Sir Simon Rat¬ 
tle conducting the Berlin Philhar¬ 
monic) on an excessively atmos¬ 
pheric EMI disc. 

Heifetz’s stunning speed and 
breathtaking technique (with 
Reiner conducting the Chicago 
Symphony on the famed 1955 
RCA Living Stereo recording) 
may be absent from Hahn’s finale. 
But what Heifetz communicates 
via sheer virtuosity and intensity, 
Hahn shares through irresistible 
beauty of tone and phrasing. 
Heifetz may bowl one over, but 
Hahn touches in ways that many 
will find more meaningful. 

Bubble bath 

The Stravinsky concerto, a dif¬ 
ferent creature entirely, receives 
equally wonderful treatment. The 
first movement Toccata (played in 
4:51, a timing close to what the 
composer indicated) bubbles 
along with an almost circus-like 
whimsy. Hahn’s two inner-move¬ 
ment arias are far more sober; the 
second is marked by a lyricism 
and pathos that make the joy of 
the final Capriccio, played with 
rousing rhythmic vitality, all the 
more fetching. On a competing 
1999 EMI disc, Maxim Vengerov 
(with Rostropovich conducting 
the London Symphony) plays the 
first movement at a much slower

6:19; even the final Capriccio 
clocks in at 40 seconds slower. The 
performance may have more 
weight, but Hahn dances and 
emotes in ways far more appro¬ 
priate for Stravinsky’s writing. 

While Marriner’s conducting 
seems rather ordinary, it certainly 
affords Hahn the breathing space 
she needs to achieve greatness. The 
orchestra’s distinctly second-fiddle 
status seems due in part to the 


recording technique, which places 
Hahn front and center. Sony’s en¬ 
gineers cannot approach the tonal 
richness, soundstage width, and 
natural balance of the 46-year-old 
Heifetz/Reiner Living Stereo won¬ 
der (recorded with only two 
mikes). But at least Sony offers far 
more color (and less reverb) than 
EMI’s outing with Chung and Rat¬ 
tle. Sonics aside, on a scale of 1 to 
10: a triumphant 10. T

(Orfeo) 

|j% oprano Arleen Auger’s 1988 
Love Songs disc (Delos) is one 
tip of the great vocal recitals of 
the digital age. Recorded two years 
after Auger’s internationally tele¬ 
vised performance at the wedding 
of Princess Di and Prince Charles, 
and five years before her tragic 
death of brain cancer, its songs by 
Aaron Copland, Frederick Lowe, 
Franz Schubert, Benjamin Britten, 
Francis Poulenc, Fernando 
Obradors, Richard Strauss, Robert 
Schumann, Noel Coward and 
many others offer the artist at her 
creamy, mature best. 

In 1978, when the Los Angeles- 
born singer was 38, she performed 
a Music in the Sound of Its Time 
recital in the historic Rittersall of 
the Salzburg Residenz. Auger’s 
voice at the time still retained the 
youthful freedom and heart-tug¬ 
ging iridescence that made her 
1967 Vienna Staatsoper debut as 
the Queen of the Night in Mozart’s 
The Magic Flute such a sensation. 
The results are wondrous. 

Accompanied by Erik Werba 
on a clunky-sounding Hammer- 
fliigel built by Anton Walter, 
whose instruments Mozart liked 
to play, Auger’s voice is so lumi¬ 
nous, her ease of emission and 
comfort with singing so extraor¬ 
dinary, that even if she had simply 
sung the notes as written, the 
recording would be most wel¬ 
come. But Auger does far more 
than just sing notes. From the first 
selection, a rather simple-minded 
aria by Gluck, Auger rounds off 
her phrases with a caring and 
sense of concentration that indi¬ 
cate a special intelligence at work. 


Auger is at her creamy best. 


Turning to four contrasting se¬ 
lections by Joseph Haydn, two of 
which are sung in English, her abil¬ 
ity to convey a wide variety of emo¬ 
tions consistently impresses. A 
standout is the soprano’s rendition 
of “She never told her love.” The 
deeply moving way in which she al¬ 
ters her expression when repeating 
Shakespeare’s phrase “sighing with 
grief” is the mark of a major artist. 

Thirteen additional selections 
by Mozart, four by Beethoven, 
and five by Schubert offer a vari¬ 
ety of expression and nuance that 
explain why Auger’s voice graced 
over 180 recordings. When a song 
such as Schubert’s “Heiden- 
roslein” or “Seligkeit” calls for joy, 
Auger delivers. And when it calls 
for an intimate expression of love, 
such as Schubert’s great “Nahe des 
Geliebten,” or for sadness, such as 
Beethoven’s “Wonne der 
Wehmut” (both to words by 
Goethe), the depth of feeling, 
combined with Auger’s prized ra¬ 
diance, make for an extraordinary 
listening experience. 

If you love song enough to live 
with a recital that offers neither 
texts nor translations, this rare doc¬ 
ument, recorded live in stereo with 
realistic presence, is a must. ▼

f % very once in a while I like to 
p* try my hand at predicting 
ife the next musical trend to be 
picked up on by the mainstream 
audience. With the renewed 
American spirit that came in the 
aftermath of the September 11th 
tragedies, I’m going to go out on a 
limb and say that insurgent coun¬ 
try music will finally get its due. 
It’s the kind of music that can ap¬ 
peal to the renegade set who like 
a little punk attitude in their in¬ 
take, and it also has something to 
offer to the more traditional 
country music fan. 

Take the quartet Beachwood 
Sparks, for example. Their recent 
opening slot on the Black Crowes 
tour gave them exposure to a 
whole different audience, which 
can only work to their benefit. 
Once We Were Trees (Sub Pop) is 
their second album, which fuses 
the country psychedelia of the 
Flying Burrito Brothers with the 
Meat Puppets’ excursions into 
twang-land. Gorgeous and 
dreamy, Beachwood Sparks give 
the Nashville sound a Southern 
California accent on tracks such 
as “Confusion Is Nothing New” 
and the epic centerpiece “Let it 
Run.” The album’s most dazzling 
moment occurs on the Beach¬ 
wood Sparks’ cover of Sade’s “By 
your Side” when they transform 
the song’s R&B groove into a clas¬ 
sic country ballad, touching 
enough to make a trucker turn off 
his CB radio and cry. 

Truckers and SUV-drivers 
alike longing for a kick in the 
Wranglers will want to take a lis¬ 
ten to Walk Alone (Ultimatum) by 
Bastard Sons of Johnny Cash. 
Nearly as good as a blessing from 
the man in black himself, John 
Carter Cash (Johnny’s son) pro¬ 
duced “Nowhere Town” and 
“Spanish Eyes,” the two songs that 
close the disc. The other dozen 
songs are country enough to 
make Johnny and the rest of his 
family proud as peacocks. 

Brett and Rennie Sparks had 
their hands full with the respon¬ 
sibility of following up their ac¬ 
claimed 2000 album In the Air. 
One listen to Twilight (Carrot 
Top), and you realize that they 
were up to the task. From the gor¬ 
geous, moody opening track “The 
Snow White Diner” (imagine a 
David Lynch movie as a y’alterna¬ 
tive tune) to the melancholy “Pas¬ 
senger Pigeons” to the 70s pop of 
“There is a Sound” (anybody else 
hear Gilbert O’Sullivan in this 
one?) to the lament of “All the 
TVs in Town,” the Handsome 
Family have lived up to their lega¬ 
cy handsomely. 

Malo solo 

The Mavericks are one band 
that walked both the traditional 
and insurgent country lines. Ten 
of their tracks, including their 
cover of Springsteen’s “All that | 


Heaven will Allow,” have been 
compiled on The Best of the Mav¬ 
ericks: The Millennium Collection 
(MCA Nashville). Raul Malo, for¬ 
mer Mavericks frontman, has just 
released his solo debut disc Today 
(Omtown/Higher Octave). Co¬ 
produced by Malo and Steve 
Berlin of Los Lobos fame, the 
Latin-tinged disc opens with the 
spirited title track, and proceeds 
to keep the fire burning through¬ 
out, sometimes at a simmer, as on 
the Shelby Lynne duet “Takes Two 
to Tango,” others at a boil, as on 
“Ya tu Veras.” 

The 1-10 Chronicles 2 (Back- 
porch/Virgin) features contribu¬ 
tions from Malo (Merle Haggard’s 
“The Bottle Let me Down”), 
Grant Lee Phillips (“Me and this 
City”), Steve Forbert (Dylan’s 
“Watchin’ the River Flow”), and 
Geggy Tah’s Tommy Jordan 
(“Motel for Misery.”) 

Kids grow up so fast these 
days. It seems like it was just yes¬ 
terday that I first heard young 
Chris Thile’s impressive mandolin 
and bouzouki-playing on his 
album Stealing Second (1997). A 
few years later, Thile teamed up 
with brother/sister Sean and Sara 
Watkins, and Scott Thile, to form 
Nickel Creek, a contemporary 
bluegrass band that could give Al¬ 
ison Krauss and Union Station 
some competition. Krauss pro¬ 
duced Nickel Creek’s self-titled 
debut disc, which contains won¬ 
derful originals (“The Light¬ 
house’s Tale”) and thoughtful 
covers (Sinead Lohan’s “Out of 
the Woods.”) Thile, an unusual¬ 
looking kid with real musical tal¬ 
ent, has turned into something of 
a hottie in his early ’20s. It’s amaz¬ 
ing what post-adolescence and a 
little hair gel can produce. Nickel 
Creek’s debut disc has been reis¬ 
sued with new album artwork fo¬ 
cusing on the young trio of Thile 
and both Watkinses. 

Garth Brooks has said that 
Scarecrow (Capitol), the album 
that is intended to be his last re¬ 
lease, is the “happiest” album he 
has ever made. His definition of 
“happy” includes a duet with 
Trish Yearwood (“Squeeze me 
in”), a duet with George Jones 
(“Beer Run”), and “Thicker than 
Blood,” which he co-wrote. 

Fronted by Dan Baird of The 
Georgia Satellites fame, and pro¬ 
duced by guitarist Eric “Roscoe” 
Ambel, The Yahoos sound like the 
reincarnation of Black Oak 
Arkansas and Brownsville Station 
on Fear Not the Obvious (Blood¬ 
shot). Their cover of Abba’s 
“Dancing Queen” transplants it 
from the disco to the barn dance. 
The busy Baird also produced A 
Pretty Good Boy (Dualtone) by 
Chris Knight. Kentucky-native 
Knight sounds like a direct de¬ 
scendant of Steve Earle and John 
Mellencamp. ▼
